THE CINCINNATI JAIL ATTACKED 
BY ENRAGED CITIZENS. 
TROOPS CALLED OUT, A VOLLEY DIS- 
CHARGED INTO THE RIOTERS, AND 
MANY WOUNDED—ESCAPE OF THE MUR- 
DERER BERNER. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, March 28.—William 
Berner was quietly brought before Judge Mat- 
thews at 2 o’clock this afternoon and sentenced 
to the penitentiary for 20 years, the full limit of 
the law. 

Ten thousand persons gathered at Music Hall 
in response to a call by reputable citizens to take 
action on the Berner verdict. Many could not 
get inside the building. Strong resolutions were 
adopted condemning the verdict, anda commit- 
tee on legislation was appointed. 

Upon adjournment, the vast crowd moved 
directly to the jail, where they began an attack 
on the front door. At 9:40 P. M. the riot alarm 
Was sounded, summoning the entire police force 
to the jail, vast crowds of people gathering in 
that vicinity. 

Berner was removed after his sentence this 
afternoon, and is now on his way to Columbus, 
but if the mob succeedsin getting into the jail 
other murderers will be lynched, 

The police upon arriving in the vicinity of the 
jail commanded the crowd to move on, and not 
being obeyed, fired, but as no one was hurt it 
was: presumed that they fired inthe air. It is 
eaid that that was the intention of the police, they 
being deeply in sympathy with the movement 
to condemn the outrageous Berner verdict. 

A shot or two has been fired from the jail, but 
the crowd refuses to move. They have a good 
leader and are still at work at the jail door. 

The meeting at Music Hall was presided over 
by Dr. A.C. Kemper, who made a conservative 
speech, taking for his topic the prevalence of 
crime throughout the whole country. He 
spoke of the special prevalence of the 
crime of murder in this county and 
the necessity for more certainty in the adminis- 
tration of punishment for crime. His remarks 
were not intended to awaken a mob spirit, but 
when the meeting adjourned the people, by a 
common impulse, moved down Twelftn-street, 
where shouts began to be utteredof “To the 
jail,” and the crowd then moved bodily in that 
direction. 

At ll P. M. the report from the jail is that the 
crowd has got inside the building. They had 
previously broken intoa blacksmith’s shop and 
had taken all the tools they could find. There is 
difficulty in getting information about their 
movements, as the streets all around the Court- 
house and jail are jammed with people. 

At ll o’clock, from the stone wallof the jail 
yard,a reporter saw great crowds of men in- 
side the jail, but they had not yet 
reached the cell-room. They were well sup- 
plied ‘with tools, and were at work at 
the doors. It was possible that they 
would have to go through astone-wall, which 
would be easy. here is apparently no re- 
sistance to the mob, and, on the other 
hand, no violence has been offered to 
persons by the mob, except that Adam 
Maegley, the one policeman in a 
patrol wagon, was struck with a brick and slight- 
ly hurt. This act was condemned by the mob, 
and now the patrol wagons are standing in front 
of the jail, surrounded by people. 

The militia had been ordered out, but large 
numbers failed to appear, and there is a general 
disposition, so far as can be seen, not to inter- 
fere with the mob. Nothing has yet been 
heard from Sheriff Hawkins, who is 
inside the Court-house and cannot be reached. 
Mayor Stephens is Corifined to his house by sick- 
ness, ieaving the Sheriff wholly-responsible for 
the preservation of order, except for assistance 
trom the Chief of Police. 

11:30 P. M.—The First Regiment, Ohio Na- 
tional Guard, has just entered the jail, 
having marched through the front en- 
trance of the Court-house and _ thence 
through the tunnel into the jail, where the mob 
is thronging. It now remains to be seen whether 
the militia will do anything to frustrate the 
purpose of the mob. The police inside the 
jail arrested some of the first of the mob that en- 
tered, but this soon became impracticable, and 
the police refrained from using pistols. 

It now seems tbat Berner, after his sentence, 
was disguised and placed ina buggy with Deputy 
Sheriff Dominico Devoto and driven to Linwood, 
where they got on board an aceommodation 
train and went to Loveland, there to 
await the arrival of Criminal Deputy Joe 
Moses with the necessary papers for his com- 
mittal to the penitentiary. It became fnown 
that Berner was at Loveland, and a crowd gath- 
ered. When the train with Deputy Moses on 
board came in and Deputy Devoto and Berner 


went to board it, the crowd made 4 rush for 
Berner, who ran through the car and escaped and 
ig still at large. 

Midnight.—About 30 musket-shots were fired 
by the militia for the purpose of scaring 
the mob. The result was that wlancing balls 
Struck at least four persons, inflicting injuries 
which may prove fatal in the case of one or 
two.. Policeman Munn and Private Cook are the 
worst hurt, the latter shot in the breast. 
The volley ' seems to have checked the 
movement of the mob, though the 
crowds have not yet dispersed from 
about the jail. There does not seem to be anv 
doubt that the wounds referred to were inflicted 
by the guns of the soldiers. The mob made no 
etfort to shoot as far as known. 

12:30 A. M.—The jail has been fired by a mob, 
and the crowd on the street says that it will cut 
the hose to prevent the Fire Department from 
extinguishing the fire. The mob seems to think 
thata wholesale holocaust is the only means of 
accomplishing its purpose. 

1:30 A. M.—The fire-engines responded to the 
alarm, but after much difficulty in getting near 
the building found thealarm to be a false one. 
It was occasioned by a bonfire built near 
the jail. As the building is mainly of stone 
and iron it would be difficult to fire 
it from without. It now appears that 
there was a conflict between the mob and the 
military, though it is most likely that 
the wounds of the police and _ military 
were infiicted by the fire of the latter. 
When the inner door between the recption-room 
and the call rooms was broken down, the 
military fired into the mob and William Kates, 
a laborer, one of the mob, was shot and 
killed. This scemed to break the spirit of the 
mob. though they did not retire hastily. A num- 
ber of brickbats were thrown by them at the sol- 
diers and police, but generally there was not 
ag bitterness of feeling displayed on either 
gice.

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NEGROES WILD WITH FEAR. 


BELIEVING THEIR CHILDREN IN 
FROM MEDICAL STUDENTS. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 28.—The Times to- 
morrow will print an account of the excitement 
now existing among the negroes of Burlington, 
N. J., a town on the Delaware, which for a 
week has been in a state of ferment. Fearful 
tales of masked men wandering around in the 
darkness, frightening women and chasing chil- 
dren, have wrought the negroes of the north end 
of the place into a condition of terror and their 
belief has settled into conviction that the town 
is infested with a band of child-abducting 
medica! students, who have sworn to capture all 
the pic‘animnies in the place and send them to 
Philadelphia in pickle. Children playing in the 
streets after night have been frightened into con- 
vulsions, and young colored girls have been 
forced to seek safety in flight. 

An alleged attack upon Lewis Still, a colored 
boy 12 years old, has brought the excitement to 
the verge of a panic. Master Still is a diminu- 
tive. bow-legged young darky, with an air of 
ingenuous veracity. His story, told in choice 
negro dialect, is to the effect that he was sent to 
a neighbor's a few nights ago, and that, when he 
was at theend of a lane near Samuel Taylor's 
big field. three men jumped out at him. One 
said, ** Here, boy. we want you.” 

“ Wid dat,” said yonng Still, * dey comes after 
me, two wid knives and one wid a bag, an I 
all skeered like, ups an runs down de lane an 
clar int’ Ms. Kant’s house, wha mom and Ms. 
Kant and a white man, name Jim Brady, was 
sittin round de fiah. I runs in.” 

Wid his face clean gone white'sd white foiks,” 
interrupted his maternal relative, who stood in 
the crowd, listening with eager attention. 

“I was in,” resumed the infantile hero, “ an’ 
den she jumps up and she says: ‘Wha’, wha’, 
wha’ de mattah you, Lewis?’ *Oh, mom, mom, 
de kidnapers, de med’cal stujents,’I yells, and 
den pretty neah faintin’. Lrady he rushes out, 
an’ ‘cross Taylor’s field he seed stujents a-flyin’ 
like mad.” 

A girl called “* Melia” also had a story to tell 
to-day of how she was chased by a man with a 
bag anda knife. These stories were told to the 
Times’s reporter in the presence of great 
numbers of colored people, who stood around, 
open-mouthed and wild-eyed, drinking in every 
word with eager belief. The conviction among 
the negroes that there is an organized move- 
ment to abduct their children to supply the dis- 
secting tables of the Philadelphia colleges is 
genuine, and their fear of the kidnapers 
amounts almost to frenzy. Children are kept 
in at night, and the colored fathers 
swear they will lynch the first medical 
student they discover attempting the lives 
of their little ones. A public meeting of 
colored citizens to devise measures for pro- 
tection and safety is talked of. That many chil- 
dren have been attacked and frightened there ap- 
pears to be no doubt. Among the white people 
the excitement is ascribed to the devilishness of 
half a dozen mischief-loving young men. 

Among the many other children who have 
been frightened nearly out of their wits by the 
masked men are two little ones of Mrs. Ross, who 
lives on Federal-street, below Clarkson, and 
Johnny King, whose parents live on Belmont- 
street. Little Ida Ross was reportea paralyzed 
from fright. Walter Fennimore, of York and 
Lawrence streets, was turned almost white by a 
fright he had, and Tony Rogers was chased for 
half a mile.

RAILWAY SHOPS BURNED.

ONE HUNDRED MEN THROWN OUT OF 
PLOYMENT IN MEMPHIS. 


Mempuais, Tenn., March 28.—The shops of 
the Memphis and Charleston Railroad here were 
burned to-night. The building was of brick, 
was 300 feet long, 100 feet wide, and contained 
cabinet, blacksmith, and machine shops, a quan- 
tity of valuable machinery, and two new 
engines. The building was entirely de- 
stroyed, with its contents. It was worth $30,000. 
The engines were worth $10,000 each, and the 
stock and tools were valued at $50,000. The 
fire originated in the cabinet shop, at the oppo- 
site end of the building from the blacksmith de- 
partment,20 minutes after the men had quit work 
for the day. No one was in or about the 
building at the time except the watch- 
man, who saw smoke issuing from the 
building, and ran to the office 100 feet away, 
where he puiled the alarm. He turned to go 
back through the shops to his sleeping car, but in 
that short time the whole place was ablaze be- 
fore the engines arrived. Theend of the round- 
house caught fire. There were 13 cold engines 
standing in there,and the crowd pushed them 
out one by one on a turn-table, shoving them 
out of danger by hand. Strange to say, not one 
of them was derailed, though at least 500 men 
were working at them. 

Foul play is suspected, as some one turned a 
switch so as to throw the yardengine off the 
track when going toward the round-house, Sev- 
eral men have been discharged lately. One hun- 
dred men are thrown out of employment. The 
total insurance 1s $42,000,and is placed in the 
Lancashire, of Manchester. It will be three 
months before the shops get under way again.

THE LIQUOR QUESTION IN MAINE. 

BanGor, Me., March 28.—The Commercial 
of this city will to-morrow publish the opinion 
of ex-Chief-Justice Appleton on the proposed 
constitutional prohibitory amendment, which 
will have an influence not only on the tem- 
perance question, but on politics in general, in 
this State. Judge Appleton retired last Fall at 
the age of 75, after having served 40 years as Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Bench of the State, 20’years 
of which time he had been Chief-Justice. He 
probably knows more about the effect of lawson 
the temperance question than any other man in 
Maine, and, as he bas always been practicaliy a 
teetotaler, his opinion must be received as impar- 
tial. He is opposed to the amendment; first,because 
it would be valueless without special provision 
by each Legislature,and because it would de- 
stroy all existing legislation. If the amendment 
were adopted present laws ;would be annulled, 
andif there were a rum Legislature no provi- 
sion whatever would be made to restrain the 
liquor men. His opinion is valuable, not only as 
an illustration of the conservative temperance 
element of the State, but will directly influence 
the political campaign.

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BOSS DRAPER’S DOWNFALL | 


LAID LOW IN THE FACTION FIGHT 
IN ALBANY COUNTY. 

HIS POLITICAL CAREER VIRTUALLY ENDED 

BY A CRUSHING DEFEAT IN A DISTRICT 


CONVENTION. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 28.—After a des- 
perate struggle, lasting for over seven hours, 
State Committeeman Andrew 8. Draper returned 
home to-night from the Republican Convention 
in the Second Assembly District at Knowersville 
thoroughly whipped. The fight between the fac- 
tions was most bitter and was hotly waged. The 
real question at issue was not the election of del- 
egates to the State Convention, but the control of 
the party in this county. Upon the outcome of the 
contest depended Mr. Draper's lease of political 
power, He failed to win, and his prestige asa 
leader is gone. Having the party machinery 
with him, be had the advantage at the start. 
His men quictly placed their delegates in the 
hall, and stationed officers to keep out all ex- 
cept those called by the Secretary of the Gen- 
eral Committee. The claimants to seats from 
the Sixtcenth Ward of this city being re- 
fused admission, the crowd put them inside 
with a grand rush, in which barriers and 
officers were overturned. For atime the scene 
was one of tumultand the excitement ran hich. 
When quiet was restored Alderman Charles W. 
Mead, Chairman of the County Committee, di- 
rected the roll of delegates to be called. When 
the Sixteenth Ward was reached Mr. Mead stated 
that no return properly signed had been received 
from the Inspectors, and no dejegates from that 
ward had been placed on the list. 

This announcement precipitated a struggle 
which lasted for over four hours. Mr. Mead de- 
clined to hear any motions or appeals from his 
decisions until the roll-call was finished, and the 
anti-Draper men refused to allow the call to pro- 
ceed until the representatives of the Sixteenth 
Ward were given seats. The point involved was 
a pecuhar one. At the primary on Monday last 
only two Inspectors were present. The vote 
resulted 180 for the anti-Draper and 112 for 
the Draper ticket. One ot the two In- 
spectors, however, would not sign the re- 
turn, because he held that the Draperites 
had not had a fair opportunity to vote, the polls 
being abstracted and the balloting delayed by 
the opposing crowd. As the ticket elected was 
certitied to by only one Inspector, Mr. Mead, act- 
ing under the rules of the County Committee, 
did not put it on the roll. Without the Sixteenth 
Ward the anti-Draperites were in a minority. 
With those delegates in, Draper was defeated. 
So both sides remained stubborn in their posi- 
tions. Short intermissions were taken, during 
which the Chairman was surrounded by a crowd 
of angry and excited delegates. 

Finaily, about 5 o'clock the opponents of Mr. 
Draper succeeded in capturing two of the Draper 
delegates from Guilderland, and obtained a ma- 
jority without the Sixteenth Ward, Ex-Mayor 
Edmund L. Judson was then elected temporary 
Chairman over School Commissioner Alden 
Chester, Draper’s law partner, by a vote of 20 to 
17. After this the overthrow of the Draper fac- 
tion was complete, The Sixteenth Ward men 
were given seats. The Draper delegates in the 
Eleventh Ward, Surveyor John A. Luby’s 
borough, and in Knox, were displaced by con- 
testants who claimed that they had been counted 
out by gross frauds at the primaries. This left 
only six out of forty-five delegates for the suc- 
cessor of ex-Boss Smyth. Stephen V. Frederick, 
A. R. Armington, William N, Sill, John J. Jones, 
and F:ederick C. Ham were elected delegates to 
the State Convention. They are unpledged. 

Although Mr. Draper still hasa slight chance 
of controlling the Congressional District Con- 
vention, it is conceded that to-day’s convention 
virtually ends his political career. Mr. Smyth 
has hada large part in his downfall, but the re- 
sult does not mean the reinstatement of the ex- 
boss in power. The main strength of the anti- 
Draper movement has been the old “ Half 
3reeds.”” who have been Mr. Smyth’s most 
hitter opponents. He has joined them to punish 
his former assistants for their treachery, and 
they have accepted his arm forthetime. The 
“better element’? now hopes, after the struggie 
to-day, to reorganize the Republican Party here 
this Spring and leave the Smyths, Drapers, 
Bentleys, Olivers, and Lubys in the rear.

MINNESOTA REPUBLICANS. 
PREPARING FOR CHICAGO AND A 
CONGRESSIONAL CONTEST. 

Str. Pau, Minn., March 28.—The Repub- 
lican Central Committee met in St. Paul this aft- 
ernoon and called the State Convention to ap- 
point delegates to the National Convention for 
Thursday, May 1. No other business of impor- 
tance was done except to adopt the usual basis of 
representation. Only the four delegates at large 
will be chosen by the StateConvention. District 
Conventions were called in the Third and Fifth 
Districts almost before the State Committee had 
finished its deliberations. The first to be 
at Faribault on April 29, and is to nominate 
a candidate for Congress to succeed Major 
Strait, as well as delegates to Chicago. 
The second is called by the Nelson wing of the 
divided Republican organization in the Fifth 
District, and will be held at Moorhead April 24. 
The District Committee in the First District has 
appointed Winona for the place of holding the 


convention, but, of course, postponed fixing a 
date until after the State Convention is called. 
The other conventions will probably be called in 
a few days. 

The question of 
may be considered reitied in this State. 
This will probably involve a_ contest be- 
fore the National Convention from the dis- 
trict where there aretwo party organizations, 
inherited from the Kindread-Nason fight of last 
year. The Kindred Committee was not con- 
sulted as to the calling of the district conven- 
tion, though efforts have been making to cement 
the division, and it was strongly intimated by 
Kindred’s friends to-day that another conven- 
tion would be called. The matter was discussed 
in the State Committee, but it was decided not 
tointerfere. There is no significance as to can- 
didates or platform in to-duay’s actions, nor in 
the talk of assembled politicians. The question 
of Presidential candidates is secondary here to 
the contest for the control of the delegation 
between the hostile State factions. 

Senator Sabin is here, but he did not take an 
obtrusive part in the proceedings to-day. There 
is understood to bea strong combination of old 
political leaders forming with the purpose of 
destroying his influence in the delegation in 
Chicago, and defeating his election to the Na- 
tional Committee. Ex-Gov. Davis and Congress- 
man Washburn are said to be the most active 
members. The Pillsburys, an infiuential family, 
are claimed as allies of Davis and Washburn, but 
are less outspoken, and their attitude is not 
regarded ascertain. Congressmen White, Nelson, 
and Strait are also counted againstSabin on I don t 
know how good authority. Sabin finds his allies 
among the active young politicians who, like 
himself, are pushing the old stagers aside. It is 
pretty certain that the delegation to Chicago 
will be instructed in any event. If Sabin controls 
it he will put it where it will do the most good 
to himself. If Davis has it it will be unhampered 
by pledges or obligations, but will probably con- 
tain some warm friends of Blaine. 

The Congressional situation is pretty well de- 
fined for this season. Dunnell, who is here to- 
day, says he will uot be a candidate this year. 
This leaves Milo White a clear field in the First. 
His Democratic opponent will be Berman, who 
came within a few nundred votes of defeating 
him in 1882. Inthe Second and Third Districts 
there will be no material opposition to the re- 
nomination of Wakefield and Strait. In the 
Fourth District Loren Fletcher is a candidate for 
Washburn’s place, with Sabin’s support,and will 
probably succeed, though the anti-Sabins are 
trying to establish a candidate against him. W. 
kK. Merriam and Albert Scheffer, of St. Paul, are 
mentioned as his probable opponents, though 
not hopefully. In the Fifth District Nelson will 
be a candidate again, but to-day events indicate 
that the kindred faction will fight him unless an 
accommodation is reached speedily. A good deal 
wil: depend upon the attitude in which the dele- 
gates to the convention leave the factions. 
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A DEMOCRAT OF DECIDED VIEWS. 
OPPOSED TO THE WASHINGTON FOOT AND

PREPARING TO EXPORT WHISKY. 


RESULT OF THE DEFEAT OF THE BONDED 
EXTENSION BILL. 

CINCINNATI, March 28.—The defeat of the 
Bonded Whisky Extension bill was the chief 
topic of conversation on ‘Change to-day. Al- 
though the rejection of the bill had been pre- 
dicted, whisky men had not ceased to hope that 
it might yet pass. The great majority against 
it wasa surprise tothem. A reporter met Mr. 
Benjamin Hopkins, of the Third National Bank, 
and asked him if the defeat of the bill would 
seriously affect any of the Cincinnati banks. 


“No.” he replied, “Ido not think that it will. 
None of the home banks have any great amount 
of whisky paper.” 

*Do you think it will affect banks elsewhere ?” 

“That cannot help being the result. There are 
some banks in Kentucky. and especially in Lex- 
ington and Louisville, whose patrons are mainly 
whisky men, and these wiil be seriousiv crippled. 
I suppose whisky men will seek relief by send- 
ing their goods out of the country. Already, we 
have received several letters inquiring as to how 
this can be done.” 

An inguiry at the American Export and Ware- 
house Company brought out the fact that last 
month over 7,000 barrels were given them to ex- 
port. It is expected now that the business will 
show an enormous increase. This morning, at 
the Collector's office in Covington alone. export 
stamps were sold for 1,000 barrels alone, and this 
is said to be only a oe Contrary to gen- 
eral opinion, very little whisky is now being sent 
to the Bermudas. The warehouses there are 
small, and they were long ago filled. At present 
the Export Company is sending whisky 
to Bremen, Germany. There the ware- 
houses are built on the most improved 
plan, and it is not found necessary 
to place the barrels in cellars. It is estimated 
that the expense of exportation from Louis- 
ville, Lexington, Covington, or Cincinnati, to 
Bremen, storing one year and returning to New- 
York, including all charges, (after goods are 
loaded on cars at distillery,) will be as follows: 
Lots of 50 to 99 barrels, inclusive, $5 96 per bar- 
rels; lots of 250 barrels or over, $5 71 per barrel. 
This inctudes insurance at Bremen, where the 
rate is only one-fifth of 1 per cent. 


CHICAGO, March. 28.—The sentiment of 
the distillers of Chicago concerning the defeat of 
the Bonded Whisky bill the other day in the 
House of Representatives is shown by the fol- 
lowing telegram, sent to-day to Mr. Finerty, 
who supported the measure: 

The Hon. John F. Finerty, Member of Congress, Wash- 
ington, D. C.: 

House of Lords were never more tyrannical toward 
Ireland than was Congress yesterday with the whisky 
interest. We hope the fate of the Democratic Party 
for the next 25 years is s-ttled.

EXPLOITS OF A NICE

SEVERAL PERSONS IN PHILADELPHIA WHO 
FEAR THEY HAVE BEEN SWINDLED. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 28.—The Times 
to-morrow will publish en account of the recent 
exploits, in this city, of an eccentric and myste- 
rious young man, who, for several months, has 
been exciting attention and suspicion in some of 
the fashionable boarding-houses of Spruce and 
Walnut streets as well as elsewhere, in a variety 
of dissimilar circles, and who has, within 
a few days, taken a sudden and mys- 
terious departure from the city, leaving 
many persons with whom he has had dealings, 
anxious to know of his whereabouts. Mrs. 
Sangeren, of No. 101 Spruce-street, where he has 
boarded for about nine weeks, among others, is 
anxious to know how she can collect a board 
bill. In addition to tradesmen, there are several 


others who are not as rich as they were before 
they knew him, among othersa young English- 
man in the Reading Railroad office, not long in 
the country, with whom he managed to become 
intimate. He always gave the same name, that 
ot Frank Morton, and claimed that he was 
a nephew of the late Gov. Morton, of 
Indiana. His appearance would have been very 
effeminate if it had not been fora very slight 
mustache which he wore. He usually exhibited 
photographs of hisalleged sisters,and showed 
the cards of Miss Astor, Miss Wolte, Mrs. Pell, 
Miss Roosevelt, and other prominent New-York 
ladies, with whom he represented he was on visit- 
ing terms. Hisstory was that his father and 
mother had died lately and left a large estate, 
which was being settled up prior to division 
among his sisters and himself. The variety of 
stories he has told to the keepers of different 
boarding-houses and to the people in them is 
remarkable. He has represented himself as 
a lawyer, astudentin the University of Penn- 
syivania, an actor, a singer in the McCaull 
Upera Company, a correspondent of the New- 
York Herald, a speculator, and as a gentleman 
of means. The plan he adopted for satisfyin 
people whose suspicions about him were arouse 
was that of showing letters from his alleged 
guardian, and others interested in his supposed es- 
tate. To Mrs. Sangeren and others he exhibited 
variou sietters purporting to come from James G. 
Madden, No. 22 New Church-street, New-York, 
in which Madden asserted that the estate was 
very complicated, and would require several 
weeks to settle up, but thatin the end Morton 
would come into the possession of a large sum 
of money. All of the letters exhibited purport- 
ing to come from Madden were written on paper 
bearing the letter-head of Spraker & Co., No. 22 
New Cbhurch-street. Morton represented that 
this was the firm of lawyers engaged on his es- 
tate, and that Madden, whom he also always 
spoke of as “ the governor,” was a member.

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THE SACRED BEAST HERE 


FROM BURMAH TO THE GREAT 
MORAL SHOW. 

MR. BARNUM’S ANXIOUS TRIP TO THE LYDIAN 
MONARCH AND A SATISFACTORY EXAM- 
INATION OF THE WHITE ELEPHANT. 

The long-expected, long-looked for, and 
much-discussed sacred white elephant has arrived 
at last. 

A messenger rushed breathlessly from a tele- 
graph office in Broadway to Madison-Square 
Garden about 1:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
just before the great moral’ show began, and 
delivered a dispatch to P. T. Barnum, the great 
and only, who was giving his partners a chapter 
from his early experiences, in the inner office. 
Mr. Barnum tore an end from the envelope, took 
out the dispatch, and read: 

“The Lydian Monarch,with the sacred white elephant 
on board, has been sighted from Fire Island and will 
reach her pier this afternoon.” 

“Get me my hat!” he shouted, springing from 
his chair. “*Call a cab! Notify the President! 
Come on Hutchinson!” And Mr. Barnum, fol- 
lowed by Mr. Hutchinson, tore himself away 
from Madison-Square Garden and embarked, 
with some friends, on the little steamer John E. 
Moore. The others on the tug were Col. D. B. 
Sickles, ex-Consul to Siam; Prof. Frederick 
Holder, the naturalist; H. Barber, of the Mon- 
arch Line; R. F. Hamilton, T. H. Davis, J. R. 


Davis, and Daniel Hagen, of the great moral 
show, and several representatives of the press. 

The Lydian Monarch lay to at the Quarantine 
station, and here the tourists on the Moore first 
caught sight of her. 

* Are those flags at half-mast ?” asked Mr. Bar- 
num anxiously. “It isn’t possible that that 
white elephant has had the audacity to die. It 
can’t be.” 

“'That’s impossible,” said Mr. Hutchinson, 
turning pale. There was great anxiety until the 
vessels were close enough for the party to distin- 
guish the people on the ocean steamer’s deck. 
Then a man was seen leaning over the rail wav- 
ing a handkerchief. 

“That's Charlie White, the keeper,” cried Mr.

fn afew moments the tug was close alongside 

of the great steamer, and Mr. Barnum made a 
trumpet of his hands and called: 

* Hi, Charlie! Is everything all right?” 

“Ay, ay, Sir! Right as a trivet,” shouted 
White in reply. 

“Thank Heaven for that!” said Mr. Barnum to 
Mr. Hutchinson. “That's £20,000 saved. Is the 
elephant well?” he screamed again to the keeper. 

* First rate,’’ came back the answer. 

Two smiling black faces, with dazzling rows of 
white teeth shining, appeared at the saloon door 
behind White, and peered bashfully out at the 
boat-load of strangers. 

* Are those the boys ?” cried Mr. Barnum. * Get 
‘em up where we can see ‘em. Hullo,” he called 
tothem as they approached the rail. “ How 
are do? No talkee English? Elephant! ele- 
phant !’ 

Whcereat the Orientals smiled more broadly 
and looked bashfully down at the deck. 

‘**Arethey girls or boys ?” Mr. Hutchinson 
asked in perplexity. 

“Of course they’re boys,” said Mr. Barnum. 
‘“* What makes you think they’re girls ?” 

“Why see*em smiling at Hamilton,” replied 
Mr. Hutchinson, conclusively. 

Meanwhile the sailors had been making the ves- 
sels fast together, and the bridge was lowered 
fromthe Monarch to the deck of the tug. But 
just as Mr. Barnum was about to mount a fat 
man with brass buttons came down the ladder and 
staid his passage. 

** Here,” he said; “* have you got a passport?” 

* Who are you?” asked Mr. Barnum. 

*“T’m a Customs officer,” replied the intruder. 
**I’d like to know who you are.” 

‘* My name is Barnum,” replied the great show- 
man. 

The Customs officer almost fell into the water. 
‘*Mr. Barnum!” he gasped, ‘*I beg a thousand 
pardons. Come right on board. Bring your 
friends. I’m sure you'll excuse my mistake. 
Really I didn’t know you, Sir.” 

Without waiting for any more excuses or ex- 
planations the party climbed the bridge and 
made straight for the hold. Down a companion- 
way they went, into the narrow and dark space 
between decks, where they came upon a railing 
around a sub-cellar. White climbed over this 
railing and lit a lantern, when a pinkish-colored 
proboscis came up out of the gloom and reached 
toward him. 

“Give us some light!” cried Mr. Barnum, im- 
patiently. 

Sailors lifted the hatchway directly above the 
animal and let in a flood cf light upon the sacred 
white elephant, whose pink face and mild eyes 
beamed placidly out from behind his wooden 
bars. Col, Sickles sprang down into the hold and 
looked the animal over with the most mimute 
scrutiny. 

“That's one of the finest specimens of the sa- 
cred white elephant ever saw in my life,” he 
exclaimed. 

“Of course we have all learned by this time,” 
said Mr. Barnum, * that _— is po such thing as 
a van f pure white elephant. Thisis a sacred 
animal, a technical white elephant, and as white 
as God makes ‘em. A man can paint them 
white, but this is not one of that kind.” 


“Toung Taioung,” or “Gem of the Sky,” as 
his name signifies, is of a light slate color, and 
stands 7% feet at his shoulders and 8 feet trom the 
middie of his back to the ground. He has 
a large pink splash on his’ forehead, 
which extends over his eyes and half-way 
down his trunk. His ears, which are 
of a peculiar triangular shape, are edged with 
the same fliesh-colored pink, and mottled in large 
spots, and his breast and shoulders are likewise 
spotted. Theunder side of his trunk is also flesh- 
colored. Hiseyesare of a dark, greenish color, 
with a ring of sapphire blue about the pupils, 
and his tusks are a beautifully shaped pair of 
miik- white ivory, tapering gracefully to a needle 

oint. His toe-nails are as white as his tusks. 

e is 15 years of age and will continue to 
grow for the next 15 years. Taken altogether 
“Gem of the Sky” is remarkable for his 
beauty, and would be an interesting animal 
aside from his sacred character. He made the 
trip in a great box, much like the one in which 
his mammoth predecessor, Jumbo, crossed the 
ocean. lt was packed among cotton bales, so 
that it was immovable, no matter how much the 
vesse] plunged. His meals consisted of a pail of 
oats, which his mahout, or keeper, served on a 

orgeously decorated royal tray, three times per 

ay, accompanied by four loaves of bread. He 
is extremely gentle and docile,and has never 
shown the slightest indications of the savage- 
ness which is a characteristic of most elephants. 

Toung Taloung’s attendants, who have fol- 
lowed thegr sacred charge from their native land, 
are the Mahout Raddi and two priests, Bah 
Chone and Bot Choo. The latterare grave and 
pompous Buddhists of the most dignified mien 
and bearing. They were first-ciass passengers on 
the Monarch, and though they dined daily with 
the others in the saloon they iooked down upon 
them with the utmost contempt, and devoted 
themselves to their sacred elephant and each 
other. With them they have brought the bill of 
sale of the animal from King Theebaw, and docu- 
ments attesting its sacred character and genuine- 
ness. The certificate of identity is beautifully 
engrossed with a stylus upon a narrow palm leaf 
of a wafer’s thinness, and is carried in a box of 
perfumed oriental wood which fs secured by col- 
ored cords. Barnum, Bailey & Hutchinson have 
had a translation made of the dccument from 
the Burmese language in which it is written. It 
reads: 

In the year 1245, month of Tasoung Mong, 5th in- 
crease at Mandalay, I, Moung Thee. Second Minister 
of Royal Elephants, do bereby certify that the Ele- 

hant named “TOUNG ‘TALOUNG” is the specie of 

Vhite (Sacred) Elephant, und possesses the qualities 
and attributes of such. 


By order of 
HPOUNG-DAW-GYEE HPAYAH, 
(King and Lord of all White Elephants.) 
(Signed) MOUNG THEE, 
Second Minister of Royal Elephants. 

Another document in the possession of the 
priests is the appeal to King Theevaw which his 
courtiers made to bring about an interview be- 
tween his Majestyand J. B. Gaylord, Barnum’s 
agent, who spent{three years in Indiain the effort, 
which has been finally successful, to obtain a sa- 
cred elephant. A transiation of the appeal is as 
follows: 

Your Majesty’s most respectful servants, Mellican 
and Hollins, residents of Moulmain and agents to the 
Great Wealthy Man of America. beg most humbly to 
state, under Your Majesty’s Golden Feet: 

That the great fame of Your Majesty’s mightiness 
having reacned the State of Europe and America, the 
Great Wealthy Man Barnum of America wired to Your 
Majesty’s humble servants of bis anxiety to pay bis re- 
spects to Your Majesty’s golden face, and for whicn 

urpose whether he would be allowed to approach 

your Mujesty’s golden feet from the city of New-York, 
in the States of America. 

Wherefore Your Mz-esty’s most humble servants pray 
they muy be permitted touwait your Majesty’s pleasure 
ana that of the desire of the Great Weulthy Man is to 
be satisfied and he be permitied to pay his respect to 
Your Majesty’s golden face, an order may be passed to 
the effect in orderthat Your Majesty’s humble servants 
muy telegraph tothe Great Wealthy Man Ba-num, of 
America, and for which = se Your Majesty’s most 
humble servants pray under Your Majesty's golden feet.

3uddha. Attendants guarded himin this tem-

holy purpose, and eight natives were sent to 
see him on board the vessel, all of whom believed 
he was to be brought directly back. After White 
had got the elephant safely started, and was two 
days away from Rangoon, King Theebaw repent- 
ed of the sale of the sacred beast, and sent his 
emissaries to bring it back. White got word that 
men were in pursuit, and he changed his course 
and came down the Irrawaddy to Tennaserim. 
Here he got the elephant on board a vessel bound 
for Liverpool, hardly an hour before the King’s 
agent arrived. The agent offered twice what had 
been paid for the beast to bring it back, and White 

romised to talk the matter overin the morning; 
Dut as soon asthe agentjleft the vessel she hoisted 
her sails and departed in the night, bearing the 
sacred prize away from its native land. 

Mr. Barnum and his friends sat down to a col- 
lation in the saloon of the Monarch, after an in- 
spection of the elephant, and talked rapturously 
of the exploits, adventures, and diplomacy of 
Gaylord, who secured the sacred animal. Hesaid 
that one of the successful moves in the play was 
a Bishop. Gaylord ascertained that the Bishop 
was a favorite of the Queen, and that the Queen 
ruled the King. Accordingly, long before he 
gave the slightest hint of his real errand in Bur- 
mah, he called upon the Bishop, and in the name 
of Mr. Barnum presented him with 10,000 rupees 
to build up his church. Gaylord ascertained aft- 
erward that it was largely through the gratitude 
of the Bishop, who induced the Queen to make 
the King sell the elephant, that the prize was 
finally secured. 

The steam-ship came up to her pier in Jersey 
City at 8 o’clock in the evening. An hour later 
the box containing “Gem of the Sky” was 
swung onto the deck, and the sacred elephant 
made a triumphant descent on American soil. 
Then he crossed the river on a ferry-boat, at- 
tended by his faithful escort, and was quietly 
landed atthefoot of Twenty-third-street,whence 
he walked up to his luxurious quarters in Madi- 
son-Square Garden.

GOV. WALLER REBUKED. 


BOTH HOUSES OF THE LEGISLATURE TRAM- 
PLE ON HIS VETO. 

New-HAaven, March 28.—The Governor 
was “ sat down” upon by the Legislature to-day. 
Among the first things considered was yes- 
terday’s veto of the resolution appointing Rep- 
resentatives Glover, of Fairfield, and Fenn, 
of Winchester, among others, on the commission 
to revise the probate laws. Many members re- 
gard the veto asa direct blow at these gentle- 
men. When the veto was taken from the 
table, Mr. Case, (Republican,) 
started with a somewhat fierce speech, not 
only criticising Gov. Waller's arguments, 
but overhauling, after a breezy fashion, Gov. 


Waller’s own record. “It is my duty,” said Mr. 
Case, ** to defend the action of this House and the 
action of the Judiciary Committee to which I 
belong in the matter of the veto of the Govern- 
or. Weselected the gentlemen whose names are 
reported, as we believe, with fide'ity to our trust. 
We sought honesty, industry, intellectual 
ability, professional training, and = ever 
signal quality for the particular wor 
laid out. Of the tive, two are mem- 
bers of this body. Of their fitness’ no 
man doubts, and of the wisdom of our choice 
His Excellency makes no question. We are all 
dissatisfied with the reasoning of the Governor 
and respectfully regret the conclusions at which 
it arrives, but the high source of this re- 
buke makes us go beyond our reasoning, 
und we turn to the past and to the 
books. A long line of Governors, distinguished, 
dignified, and scrupulously honorable, not 
merely great by position, but actually great, 
have sanctioned the very thing his Ex- 
cellency finds so questionable. Were they 
all careless and deceived? Of innumera- 
ble precedents’ I present you _ these: 


In 1870 Lafayette 8S. Foster, occupying the seat: 


you now occupy, was, Mr. Speaker, elected by 
the Legislature of which he was a member a 
Judge. He accepted and served. Wus that 
pure man and great jurist elevuted to the 
Bench by responsible precedure? In 1868 
the Hon. William T. Minor, a member of this 
House, was elected to the Bench and accepted. 
His election was approved without a whisper, 
and this distinguished gentleman, who is now 
Governor of Connecticut, was a member 
of that House. I have searched’ the 
books in vain and all the legislative history 
ot that year for a single protest from the Goy- 
ernor. There was none. Again, in 1867, Miles T. 
Granger was elected Judge by the Legislature 
of which both he and the present Governor were 
members, and again I search in vain for 
any recorded or traditional protest from the 
yresent Governor, who voted for his fellow- 
egisiator of that day and now rebukes us for 
following his example.” 

Mr. Case’s remarks were received with evident 
pleasure, and applauded by both sides of the 
ouse. and were heartily indorsed in terse 
speeches which were none the less severe by 
Representatives Jackson, of Derby, (Republi- 
can,) McLean, of Simsbury, (Republican,) 
Howe, of Wincester, (Republican,) Hull, of 
Stonington, (Democrat;) Staub, of New- 
Milford, (Democrat;) Range, of Guilford, (Re- 
publican,) and Tallmadge, of Bridgeport, (Dem- 
ociat.) The vote on the passage of the 
resolution was taken by yeas and nays, 
and the House passed the resolution without 
a dissenting voice. The veto and resolution 
were sent at once to the Senate. This body, 
too, was ripe for revolt and treated the veto as 
cavalierly as did the House. But one Senator— 
Welch, of the Fourth District, (Democrat,)— 
voted to sustain the veto, and this his friends 
later claimed was done under a misapprehension 
of the facts. Twenty Senators, however, voted 
that “ the Little Giant” had ruther overstepped 
the bounds of personal prudence in vetoing the 
resolution. 


THE MISSISSIPPI LEVEES. 
> — 
NO NEW BREAKS REPORTED—A SLIGHT FALL 
IN THE RIVER. 
New-OrLEANS, March 28.—This has been 
a dull day for levee news. No new breaks 
are reported, and a slight fall in the 
water in the river gives ground for a 
feeling of confidence. All work on the 
crevasse at Mulatto Point has been abandoned, 
that performed already having been swept away 
as fast as placed. Capt. Grant, chief engineer 
of the Mississippi Valley Road, came in 
this morning after having been out on 
the levees of the east bank for the past 


four days. He reports that the river at Bonnet 
Carre fell seven-tenths of a foot since Monday 
last, and everything is in fair shape thus far. He 
expects along continuance of the high water 
in the river, and says that safety can only 
lie in unflagging vigilance in guarding the levees 
night and day and zeal in closing every small 
leak in the embankments. He _ estimates 
that at least 50 miles of revetment 
have been built between New-Orleans and 
Baton Rouge since the rise in the river 
and that in some piaces the levees by these means 
have been raised two feet. The back-water from 
the Davis crevasse, augmented by the other 
break, has already sent the back-water into the 
rear of Gretna and Algiers,on the west bank of 
the river. 

Several crevasses have occurred in the upper 
La Fourche Bayou, and the effect has been to 
place all the country on the west bank under 
water, so that below, near the gulf, 
many planters have cut the levees in 
order to secure the sediment eft by 
the river water on their lands. They have been 
inundated every year, and will continue to be. 
They claim they can get a sufficient deposit of 
sand to raise their places out of the swamp 
when the water is allowed to run through 
freeiy. Some times six to eighteen inches of land 
is found in the path of the flood. Last year, in 
St. Bernard, a crevasse damaged the plantation 
of Mr. Story some thousands of doilars, but the 
crevasse remained open until the water fell,when 
it was discovered that hundreds of acres of 
swamp land had been filled up by the deposit of 
sediment high enough to be placed this year 
under cultivation with sugar-cane. The levees 
at Scott’s and Red River Landing, in Pointe 
Coupée, are reported as sloughing badly to-day, 
and there are grave apprehensions of their safe- 
ty. Up to dark, however, all was reported se- 
cure,

THE BODY OF A DROWNED MAN FOUND. 
READING, Penn., March 28.—Six weeks 
ago Augustus Houck with two companions were 
returning at dark from a fishing trip up the 
Schuylkill River, when a guy. rope stretched 
across the river at Lutz’s dam upset the boat and 
its occupants were thrown into the water. 
Houck’s companions, after a desperate struggle, 
fought their way to the shore. Thereis a power- 
ful undercurrent at this point, and as Houck 
could nct swim he was drowned. The river was 
dragged for days, and a watch was kept for the 
body of the drowned man, but the river refused 
to give up the dead. This morning a bulky body 
was discovered at Poplar Neck Bridge floating in 
the water. The farmer who saw it thought it was 
a stump of a tree. When towed ashore it was 
found to be a human corpse much swolien. The 
features were distorted beyond recognition. Up- 
on examining the contents of the pocketsa re- 
ceipt was found in good preservation bearin 
Houck’s name. The verdict of the Coroner's

EDUCATION IN THE SOUTH 


SENATOR BLAIR’S BILL NOT YET 
VOTED UPON. 

THE SENATE ADJOURNS TO MONDAY, WHEN 

THE NAVAL BILL WILL BE IN ORDER 

—FRIENDS OF THE MEASURE ALARMED. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—Senator Blair 
was unable to-day to induce the Senate to sit 
longer than usual, or to meet to-morrow, in 
order to secure a vote upon his bill to give aid 
to common schools from the national Treasury. 
The first business done after the reading of the 
journal was the adoption of a motion not ta 
meet until Monday after adjourning to-day. 
The motion was made by Mr. Hale, of the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, who expects to bring in 
the Naval Appropriation bill on Monday. Mr. 
Blair will have hard work to get the 
Educational bill before the Senate then, 
asthe Appropriation bill will have the right of 
way, and the enemies of the Blair measure will 
call for the regular order. The motion to ad- 
journ this afternoon was made half an hour 
earlier than usual by Mr. Plumb, who is strongly 
opposed to the Educational bill. Mr. Blair 
pleaded with the Senators not to adjourn and 
thus place the bill in such a condition ihat the 
nine days of debate would be so much useless 
waste of time. Mr. Plumb remarked that de- 
bate on a motion te adjourn was not in order, 
and Mr. Blair demanded the yeas and nays. The 
motion was defeated by a vote of 20 to 27, and 
Mr. Blair heaved a sigh of relief. Before discus- 
sion of the bill could be resumed, however, Mr. 
Cockrell moved to go into executive session. 
His motion was carried ona viva voce vote, and 
Mr. Cameron, who occupied the chair, so de- 
clared, while Mr. Blair was asking for a roll-call. 
The Senate had little to do in executive session, 
and adjourned in a few moments. 

Mr. Blair will strive earnestly to get another 
hearing next week, but the friends of the bill 
feel that they have lost ground in not reaching a 
vote before the Nava! bill is reported. Mr. La- 
mar, who is one of the most infrequent as well 
as one of the most thoughtful and earnest 
speakers in the Senate, was hear& in favor of the 
bill to-day, and his speech commanded the atten- 
tion of both sides of the chamber. It was free 
from sectional feeling, while it was a strong ar- 
gument to show that the desire of the South, and 
particularly of Mississippi, was to get rid of the 
crushing illiteracy that impairs the power of its 
population for growth and usefulness. During 
his speech he quoted Mr. Mayo, of Boston, who 
has testified to the zeal of a large class of South- 
ern people in the cause of education, and when 
Mr. Hoar interrupted him to a 4 that Mr. Mayo 
was an authority entitled to the heartiest:ap- 
proval, Mr Lamar very earnestly and cordially 
thanked Mr. Hoar for his tribute of respect to 
the people whom he represented. Mr. Lamar 
maintained that while the South hungered for 
increased educational facilities, it had not the 
means to extend those facilities to its children 
of schoolage, and he was prepared to vote tor 
the appropriation of money, which he believed 
would be extended as a deserved encourage 
ment rather than as an alms.

A REWARD FOR GREELY’S RESCUE. 

The letter of Secretaries Chandler and 
Lincoln in opposition to the proposition to offer 
a reward for the rescue of Lieut. Greely. and his 
party did not prevent the Senate from passing 
the bill for that purpose to-day. A favorable 
report on the measure was made by the Commit. 
tee on Foreign Relations yesterday, and soon af: 
ter tne session vegan to-day, Mr. Miller, of Cali- 
fornia, asked the Senate to act upon the bill.

he said, it should be announced at once. No 
speeches were made, and after tacking on twc 
unimportant amendments the bill was_ passed 
without a dissenting vote.

HE MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMIT- 
TEE OF THE TRUNK LINES--SUGAR RE- 


FINERS COMPLAINING. 

The weekly meeting of the Executive 
Oommittee of the trunk lines yesterday was at- 
tended by H. J. Hayden, Third Vice-President 
of the New-York Central; George R. Blanchard, 
First Vice-President of the Erie; Frank Thom- 
son, Second Vice-President of the Pennsyl- 
vania, and Samuel Spencer, Second Vice- 
President, and Frank Harriott, General 
Freight Agent, of the Baltimore and 
Ohio. The idea had become prevalent 
in speculative quarters that the meeting would 
be proiific in results affecting freight rates and 
the general railroad situation. The committee is 
an important one, but the entire session yester- 
day was spent in the transaction of routine busi- 
nessand the discussion of such matters as the 
best method of applying the orders for changes 
in rates, and nothing was done to alter the exist- 
ing state of things. 

There is as yet nothing looking to a restoration 
of rates. The action of the Pennsylvania, which 
demanded the reduction of the tariff to the basis 


of the cuts it professed to have discovered, bas 
created some adverse comment. Compla nts 
have been made by sugar reti.ers here that the 
Pennsylvania has arrangements for shipmunts of 
sugur from Philadelphia to the West which 
amount to a cut. Philadelphia refiners, it ts 
claimed, can go into the Western market 
and sell sugar when New-York refiners 
cannot if they are obliged to pay the full tariff 
rates. The argument is advanced, in view of the 
late reductions by its demand, that the Pennsyl- 
vania takes no — interest in New-York, and 
only when the Philadelphia and Baltimore busi- 
ness is affected does it protest with much vehe- 
mence, and, therefore, it ought to show better 
faith itself by changing its sugar transportation 
arrangements. It is also complained that the 
coffee trade is affected the same way. The sub- 
ject has been viaced before the railroads in an in- 
forma! way only, and has not been taken up in 
the meetings of the lines. 


FROM THE CITY OF MEXICO. 
THE ARRIVAL OF THE FIRST THROUGH 
TRAIN AT CHICAGO. 

Cuicaco, March 28.—The first complete 
train that ever traversed the long stretch of 
steel and iron extending from Chicago to the 
City of Mexico drew up at the Union Station 
this morning at 7:20 o'clock, fiying the colors 
of tle two republics. In order to arrive at 
its de:tination, this train passed over the tracks 
of tho Mexican Central, the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé, the Hannibal and St. Joseph, and 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroads. 
These lines, when so united, formed an un- 
broken course 2,500 miles in length. The 
passengers consisted of 50 Mexicans and 
about 25 Americans, some of whom were visitors 
and some residents of Mexico. Among the lat- 
ter were 30 students, in charge of Father 
J. A. Zahm, and bound for Notre Dame 
University, near South Bend, Ind. Sefior 
Estanislao Velasco, Secretary of the Third 
Bureau, De artment of the Interior, and wife, of 
the City of Mexico; the Hon. Tranquilina Luna, 
Delegate to Congress from New-Mexico; Gen. 
José Arrache and family, and several other 
Mexican people of prominence were on the 
train. The sum of $150 was charged each 
individual including berths 
Sefor Velasco will make a general inspec- 
tion of the railroad system of the United 
States and will start for the East to-morrow 
morning. Sefior Arellano went straight through 
to New-York. where he will take a steamer for 
Liverpool.

THE PENALTY OF CRIMES. 


EIGHT PERSONS INCLUDING FIVE BANDITS 
HANGED. 

Sumter, 8. C., March 28.—The murderers’ 
Cell in the jail at Sumter is empty again. Its last 
occupant was Joseph Howard, who was hanged 
to-day for the murder of Simon Gaskins 12 
monthsago. The scene of the tragedy was the 
Furman plantation, near the Post Office of 
Providence, in this county. The murder was 
one of the most revolting in its inspiration and 
the most cowardly in its accomplishment known 


to the criminal annals of this State. The murderer 
and his victim were both colored men. There 
had been bad blood between them for some 
time before the homicide, Howard had a 
ste ughter named Nancy, with whom 
he had been criminally intimate before her mar- 
riage to Simon Gaskins. After her marriage 
Nancy broke up her connection with her step- 
father, and, moving away from her home, tried 
to live with her husband. Howard followed her 
up, however, and induced her to return to him. 
All the protestations of Simon were vain, and 
finally he determined to let his wife go in ) eace. 
On the day of his murder he went to Howard's 
house to get possession of some articles belong- 
ing to him, when he was met by Howard 
armed with a shot-gun, who warned him 
against amnees the remises. Gaskins 
turned around to leave the yard, when he 
was shot in the back by Howard. 
He died from his injuries in about three weeks. 
Howard was lodged in jail atSumter. He claimed 
that the shooting was purely accidental; that he 
was a friend of Gaskins; that he had taken u 
his gun for the purpose of shooting a haw 
which had been taking hischickens; that Gaskins 
had met him with a stick in his hand, threatening 
to use it upon him, and that during the contro- 
versy which followed Gaskins's stick hit the 
trigger of his gun, causing it to go off with fatal 
result. Howard was tried for murder at the 
May term of court, but the jury failed to agree, 
and a new trial was ordered. 

At the last age | term he was apes tried, 
and was convicted. e was ably defended, but 
the evidence was all against him. The entire 
community, and especially the negroes, were 
very bitter in their feeling toward the accused 
man. Howard was sentenced to be hanged to- 
day. His counsel and friends made every possi- 
ble effort-to secure a commutation of his sen- 
tence, but without avail. He protested his inno- 
cence to the last. 

Howard ~~ soundly last night, and atea 
epee breakfast this morning. Shortly before 
12 o'clock to-day he was led out of his cell to the 
scaffold, accompanied by a Catholic priest and 
guarded by the Sheriff and his constables. He 
was perfectly cool; and smilingly bade his coun- 
sel good morning. Atthe foot of the gallows 
the priest gave him his last benediction, and 
Howard with firm and steady step ascended the 
scaffold and took his place on the trap, turning his 
head away from the curious crowd below. The 
sentence of death was read py the Sheriff, 
who then said: “Howard, are you ready?’ 
Howard replied, “Wait a moment,” and then 
added in the same firm voice, ‘lam ready.” 
The trap was sprung, and falling > fect, How- 
ard’s neck was instantly broken. e@ body was 
cut down in 15 minutes, and was turned over for 
burial in the Catholic cemetery. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Cal., March 28.—Will- 
iam R. McDowell was hanged to-day for the 
murder of Maggie O’Brien on Jan, 30,1883. Next 
to the strangling of Della Tilson by Wheeler in 
this city, McDowell's crime is the most atrocious 
ever committed in California. He seduced his 
victim, and, becoming tired of her, induced his 
wife to entice the girl to a lonely spot, where he 
shot her. He then smashed the body with 
rocks and burned it. His wife disclosed 
the secret. McDowell was arrested, but 
on Feb. 28 last escaped from jail. He 
was recaptured, however. On mounting the 
scaffold this morning the murderer manifested 
grass coolness. He said he had no intention of 

illing Maggie and that it was his wife who 
struck the fatal blow, she being jealous of her. 
McDowell exonerated the officers from all blame 
in connection with his late escape. He ve in- 
structions regarding the rope and asked for a 
greater grop than had been proenees. His neck 
was instantly broken and he died without a 
struggle. The parting scene between the doomed 
man and his mother, a weaithy widow of Los 
Angeles, was very affecting and moved strong 
men to tears. 


ToMBSTONE, Arizona, March 28.—O. W. 
Sample, Dan Dowd, William Delane, old Dan 
ey and James Howard were hanged here at 
1:15 thls afternoon for the Bisbee murders. The 
five bandits marched up the steps of the scaffoid 
without flinching, and all declared their inno- 
cence. Heath, who was lynched here on Feb, 22, 
was, they stated, also innocent. They bade their 
friends good-bye. They expressed faith in 
the Christian religion, and uested that 
their bodies be delivered to Father Gal- 
lagher. Nothing occurred mar the 
Sheriff's plans. The murderers were 
all drop off together and, with the exception 
of Dowd, died without a struggle. Over 1,000 
persons witnessed the execution. A large bal- 
cony had been erected outside of and overlook- 
ing the jail-yard, the builder intending to charge 
$1 50 admission. The mob became indignant and 
tore the balcony down. Inthe row which fol- 
lowed seven persons were injured. One man hed 
his leg broken and another his arm. The balcony 
would have seated 500 persors. With this excep- 
tion everything passed off quietly.

MUCH DAMAGE FEARED. 

ManoueEstTur, N. H., March 28.—Parker 
Brothers’ mill, at Goffstown, shut down to-day 
on account of the high water.

VANDALISM IN CHICAGO. 


STATUES OF SCOTT, MOORE, AND BURNS DE- 
STROYED. 

Curcaco, March 28.—A series of extraord- 
inary acts of vandalism occurred early yes- 
terday morning. The liquor firm of Hannah 
& Hogg has numerous saloons in different divis- 
ions of the city, and standing in front of 
each of them there is, or was,a heavy stone 
figure of some well-known Scotchman, 


such as Sir Walter Scott, Sir John Moore, Robert 
Burns, or James Hogg, the Ettrick shepherd. 
These figures were carved life-size from Bedford 
stone by David Richards, a Chicago sculptor, and 
were excellent works of art. During the early 
hours of this morning some persons, at 
present unknown, pulled down and _ de- 
stroyed the statues of Sir Walter Scott 
and his dog, Sir John Moore, and Rob- 
ert Burns. The vandals used iron bars 
to tip over and batter the figures, which weighed 
about 2,000 pounds each, so that the labor of 
three or four men must have been uired in 
each case. As the three saloons where the work 
of destruction took place are all in the most 
frequented parts of the city it is 
rather singular that the operators were not 
detected. Mr. Hannah,a member of the firm, 
acknowledges having suspicions, but declinesfto 
express them. Hannah & Hogg have openly 
favored the high license of $500 for saloons, while 
the wenera! mass of saloon-keepers have heey 4 
fought this license, and itis thought that this is 
the explanation of the malicious destruction of 
the statues.

‘There isthe 
very money I have taken on account of the 
Post Office,” he remarked to the agent, “and I 
think you will find it the exact amount due you.”

GIVING JUDGMENT. 
From-the London Daily News, March12. 

In the Queen’s Bench Division of the 
High Court of Justice, yesterday, before Mr. 
Justice Day, the case of ‘Fearon against the’ 
Earl of Aylesford” came on for judgment. The 
action was brought by Mr. Fearon, as Trustee 
for Lady Aylesford, under a deed of separation, 
which settled on her an annuity of £500, and con- 
tained, among other covenants, one to the effect 
that Lady Aylesford should not molest the de- 
fendant in future. The plaintilf now sought to 
recover arrears of the annuity amouvting to 


£475. The defendant resisted the claim on the 
ground of alle breach of the covenant not to 
molest, and put forward acounter claim for dam- 
ages in respect of that breach. The molestation 
relied upon consisted inthe fact of Lady Ayles- 
ford giving birth to an illegitimate chila, of 
which the reputed father was the Marquis of 
Blandford, now the Duke of Marlborough, and 
naming this child Lord Guernsey, that being the 
courtesy title of the Earl of Aylesford. On the 
trial of the case before Mr. Justice Day and a 
jury, the jury found for the plaintiff on the 
claim, but also found that there had been moles- 
tation, and gave the defendant damages to the 
extent of £100 on his counter claim in that re- 
spect. The question as to how judgment should 
be entered on these findings was subsequently 
argued before his lordship, who reserved his judg- 
ment till now. 

Mr. Justice Day, in giving judgment, said in 
this case, the jury having found that Lady Ayles- 
ford had molested the defendant, the only mat- 
ters to be determined now were whether such 
molestation was a defense to the action or was 
available only on the counter claim by way of 
damages, or whether it would be available in an 
way in an action brought to recover the annui- 
ty. The plaintiff at the trial strenuously con- 
‘tended that it would not be so available. It 
seemed to his lordship after careful considera- 
tion of the very able arguments which were ad- 
dressed to bim by counsel on both sides, and of 
the authorities which were cited by them, that 
the question whether the breach*of a cove- 
nant under a deed of separation might or pon 
not be an answer to an action for a of an 
onpaey was not substantially affected by any 
judicial decision. From no case cited did it ap- 
pear that in this respect the question of molesta- 
tion generally asa breach of covenant, had ever 
been raised, or its effect ow determined. 
He.was therefore left to ascertain by recourse to 
general principles-whether the.covenant to pay 
an annuity contained in this deed was to be con- 
sidered as independent of any covenant not to 
molest, which was usually contained in such a 
deed. If it was to be considered as independent, 
then a breach of the covenant not to molest 
would not beadefense to the action for the 
payment of the annuity. The covenantin the 
deed to pay an annuity was in form absolute, 
but that was not by any means conclu- 
sive. In order to ascertain the inde- 
pendence or otherwise of the covenant, one 
must look carefully to the existence, the 
objects of the deed, and to the nature of the sev- 
eral covenants contained init. The defendant 
made this settlement upon his wife at the time 
when, after certain misconduct, she was living 
apart from him—but not, as his lordship under- 
stood, in any known adultery—and when she 
was, it might be presumed, in need of some pro- 
vision for her maintenance. The defendant made 
that provision for her at a time when it was 
known that their marriage could never be dis- 
solved, and that no children she might bear 
would prima facie be entitled to rank as his 
children. The deed contemplated their living 
apart, reasonable provision for the wife’s main- 
tenance, security for the husband against mo- 
lestation, and, as a matter of form, secur- 
ity also against liability for debts which might 
be incurred by the wife, “as a matter of 
form,” because the husband under the circum- 
stances existing in this case could not well have 
been made responsible for any such debts. The 
wife contracted not to seekto enforce restitu- 
tion of conjugal rights, which was also under the 
circumstances the merest form, and could entail 
no serious consequences. The deed might be 
summarized as having for its basis the livin 
apart of Lord and Lady Aylesford, the husband 
agreeing to pay the wife an annuity, and she 
ogrectng not to molesthim. The intervention 
of the Trustee did not affect the substance of 
the transaction. It seemed to him (the learned 
Judge) that the covenant not to molest was 
really the whole consideration for the cove- 
nant to pay the annuity. Nor could this 
covenant not to molest apportioned in 
caaenges. Nor could it be assumed to be 
the intention of the parties that it 
should be apportioned. He thought all these 
questions must be answered in the negative, 
and he could not, therefore, treat the covenant 
to pay the annuity as otherwise than dependent 
on freedom from molestation. It was the one 
consideration benefiting the husband,and for 
the sake of which he undertook the burden of 
the covenant. He wasfurther of opinion, hav- 
ing — to the relation of the parties and to 
the nature of the covenant, that any molestation 
amounting to substantial injury would amount 
to an abandonment of all right to further ben- 
efit under the deed, just as he would consider 
the Trustee relieved at law under his covenant 
by substantial default of the husband in the pay- 
ment of the annuity. Although these were the 
only matters to be ‘determined by his lordship 
some argument had been advanced by counsel 
for the plaintiff to the effect that he was wrong 
in holding that there was evidence of molesta- 
tion to go to the jury. He declined to reconsider 
his ruling in the course of the trial. He had 
directed the jury, and they had acted on that 
direction; and if he had erred his error could 
only be corrected by some other court. He 
would repeat in his Judgment that the miscon- 
duct charged against Lady Aylesford of enter- 
ing into adulterous intercourse with the Duke of 
Marlborough, of accepting the annuity from him, 
of giving birth toa bastard child begotten by 
him, and putting that child forth as Lord Guern- 
- and entitled to succeed to the estates and title 
of the defendant, was consistent with molesta- 
tion within the meaning of the covenant, and 
might beso found bythe jury if they consid- 
ered that it amounted to substantial molestation, 
using the word molestation in the sense of in- 
jury inflicted by one person upon another, on 
his person, character, social position, or prop- 
erty. His lordship came to the conclusion, 
therefore, that the j having found that Lady 
Aylesford did molest the defendant, he had suc- 
ceeded in establishing his defense to the claim, 
and was entitled to judgment upon it; further, 
that the defendant, having succeeded on the is- 
sue raised by his counter claim, he was entitled 
to judgment upon that also, but in the circum- 
stances without damages. 
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SOUTHERN PITCH-PINE AND COAL. 

From the Mobile (Ala.) Register, March 23. 
The only articles placed upon the free 
list by the Morrison bill are lumber and coal. 
The Register favors generally a protective duty 
on those articles, but, looking only to our local 
interests here at the South, we are not prepared 
to say that our lumber interests or our coal in- 
terests will be affected by the bill, even if those 
articles are retained upon the free list, which 
appears to be doubtful. Our Southern pitch- 
pine finds its readiest market in Europe, where it 


is brought into competition with humber fromall 
parts of the world. The tariff does not affect the 
prios. The price of this commodity could onl 

affected in the Western markets by competi- 
tion from Canada, but it happens that pitch-pine 
is peculiar to these Southern States. There is 
something resembling, but not equal to, it, 
in limited quantity, in parts of Canada, but no- 
where on this continent can there be serious 
competition as respects the only kind of lumber 
which enters into our local consideration. This 
is the information we get from our lumber-deal- 
ers, and hence we dismiss a theoretical idea in 
the presence of practical facts. That lumber in- 
terests in other quarters, as in Maine or Minne- 
sota, may be injured by removal of the duty, is 
not of sufficient interest to this locality to justify 
opposition to u bill otherwiseacceptabie. In our 
opinion the price of bituminous coal will be af- 
fected by placing it upon the free list. We fear 
that England can establishgoal stations here at 
Dauphin Island and at Port Eads, as she has done 
at Havana and at Colon, and will monopolize 
these markets as sbe has done those, to the 
exclusion of Alabama coal. Others, who 
are experts, differ from us. They argue 
that Birmingham can deliver coal at Mobile 
for less than Spain or England can send it 
to us—and they contend that active competition 
between the home and foreign article would re- 
sult in so cheapening it as to afford the coast 
cities unusual facilities for manufacturing. How- 
ever this may be, the Register is willing to make 
the experiment of introducing coal duty free, 
until experience tests the question, rather than 
see the Morrison bill defeated. The object every 
good citizen must have in view is reduction of the 
cost of government and reduction of the am»punt 
of money raised by these indirect taxes u the 
people. The people are paying $100,000, more 
taxes than the Government needs. ere must 
be reformation and curtailment, and the Register 
accepts the Morrison bill as the best in sight. It 
is possible that a horizontal reduction may be in- 
equitable, but it remains to be proved that it will 
be disastrous to any interest.

TO HOUND AN UNLUCKY CRIMINAL. 

James McGuirk, alias “‘ Mulligan’s Ghost,* 
was convicted at Richmond, Staten Island, yes- 
terday, without the jury leaving their seats, of a 
brutal assault upon Hannah Uhlman, an elderly 
Polish woman, and sentenced by Judge Stephens 


to19 years and 6 months’ imprisonment at hard 
labor, the full penalty. After the sentence had 
been imposed District Attorney Gallagher moved 
that, inasmuch as McGuirk had been in State 
prison twice, and on account of his desperate 
character, the court should direct the County 
Clerk to send with ‘the prisoner to Sing 
Sing a letter stating that he was a dangerous 
and habitual criminal, and also that the County 
Clerk should at once write similar letters to every 
District Attorney in this State. In addition te 
the above letters others containing like informa- 
tion should be deposited with the Warden of the 
prison, so that when McGuirk shall be released 
the letters may be mailed, thusapprisingall pub- 
lic prosecutors of his being at large. The court 
requested the County Clerk to comply with the 
District Attorney’s suggestion. So strong was 
the prejudice against the accused that four extra 
panels of jurors were called, making 500 men whe 
were needed before the case was disposed of.

WHY THE CHINESE OPPOSE RAILWAYS 
Pekin Letter to the Pall Mall Gazette. 
Foreigners in China make a great outcry 
about the stupidity of the Chinese in holding out 
against railroads. Chinese do hold out against 
railroads, and they are quite right in doing so. 


They feel that to introduce railways at present 
would be to flood the country with foreign en- 
gineers, contractors, managers, machine mechan- 
1¢s, engine-drivers, &c., and once there the China- 
men fear that they would never leuve, but get a 
hold on the country, and that China would be- 
come a second India and pass under foreign rule. 
Rather than have the foreigner they go without 
the railway and bide their time. Hailways and 
all the rest will come as soon as they can make 
and manage them witbout our help. Coming 
up to Pekin from Tientsin I was surprised t 
look ont of my boat and see telegrap 
posts stretching along the country, and learned 
that there had been a telegraph established be- 
tween Tientsin and Tung Chou, a place 15 miles 
from the capital. It was erected under een a 
supervision, but is said to be worked entirely by 
Chinamen. China feels herself competent to 
work a telegraph, and has it not only from near 
Pekin to Tientsin, but from Tientsin onward to 
ariver port near Shanghai. As soonas China 
feels that she can work a railway the railway will 
come. <A great deal that is said about China be- 
ing ready for railways is premature. There is 
hardly a place in the north of the empire wherea 
railroad would pay. What China wants first is 
good roads. After some 10o0r15 yearsof good 
roads an. intercommunication traffic will spring u 
which will call for railways, but at present no suc 
traffic, except perhaps on one route, has been de- 
veloped, and a railway, if built to-morrow, would 
stand rusting its railsin idleness. It is all very 
well for merchants and speculators to call for

EENGLISH LORDS IN A FRENCHMAN’S

The factis that a lord is a strange an-

ing in our century. of which there is no speci- 


men to be found in French society. His whole 
mode of life up to this point has been such that 
the question * Is it possible that this exception- 
able type, this monster, should see things from 
the same point of view as his compatriot, Mr. 
Smith or Mr. Brown ?”’ must invariably be an- 
swered by physiology and simple common sense, 
“No; a hundred times no.’ And yet so strange is 
the character of the English that they permit the 
influence of the nobles to pervade all classes. 
Among the great number of “inert voters 
forming the audience in the House of Lords, 
there are, however, some twenty or thirty whd 
stand above the rest. They have been abroad, 
holding diplomatic posts, and are in consequence 
interested in foreign and colonial—imperial, they 
like to say—affairs. They have, besides, bad a 
good training inthe House of Commons, while 
their fathers were alive, aud it is they who up- 
hold the House of Lords, and who make debates 
on foreign and colonia! affairs specially interest- 
ing. But in spite of this occasional interest 
which the debates may have, it is incontestable 
that the House of Lords is at present more an 
archeological curiosity than an active body, It 
certainly played its part in history, has 
very useful, has seen times of corruption an 
tyranny, and hes had its hereditary privileges; 
its independence and its own interests have madé 
it into the natural antagonist and the counter. 
poise of royalty, but to-day its part is insignifi-. 
cant.

THE REMAINING COMMISSIONERS 
HURRYING THE WORE. 
€H5E REPORT OF MESSRS. SMITH AND BYRD 
UPON THE ILLEGALITY OF FOURTEEN 
OF THE ROUTES LOCATED, 

Messrs. Stewart, Livermore, and Earle, 
the majority of the Board of Rapid Transit Com- 
missioners, held their usual secret conference 
yesterday, and, so anxious did they seem to have 
as few people as possible hear their deliberations, 
that even the Secretary was excluded for a time 
from their presence. When they emerged from 
the inner room, all they would say with regard 
bo the proceedings of the day was that they had 
received the opinions of their counsel, Messrs. 
Peckham & Loomis, to the effect that they could 
not withhold from any railroad company that 
might be formed any of the routes which the 
board had already laid out. This was with refer- 
encé to route No. 6, through Chambers-street, 
against which the property-owners and mer- 
chants that do busitiess there have strongly pro- 
tested. 

Commissioners Livermore and Stewart said 
that they were not at all disconcerted by 
the resignations of Messrs. Smith and Byrd, and 
that the majority of the board could and would 
go right along and complete the work of the 


commission, even ifthe Mayor did not fill the 
vacancies. 

The letters of resignation of the two Commis- 
sioners are brief. Mr. Smith speaks of his hesita- 
tion about accepting the position when offered 
him and of his endeavor to do his duty, and re- 
signs because his longer continuance in the 
board would be unsatisfactory to him and of no 
benefit to the city, because of reasons set forth 
ina joint report from Mr. Byrd and himself to 
the Mayor. Mr. Byrd’s resignation was couched 
ina few formal words. The Mayor yesterday 
aocepted the resignations formally, and thanked 
the gentlemen for their conscientious and faith- 
ful discharge of the duties of their office. The 
jaw requires the Mayor to fill the vacancies with- 
in 30 days. Mr. Edson said yesterday afternoon 
that ¥ ad taken no action to fill tne vacancies 
as yet. 

_ The main points of the report, to which Mr. 
Smith refers in his letter, are as follows: 


The application made to your Honor for the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners set forth * that there is urgent 
need for additional rapid transit facilities on many con- 
venient routes of open to the introduction of the 
cable traction system of rajlways,’”’ but it did not indi- 
cate any particular part of the city where the need ex- 
ists. Inasmuch as a great many railways, both surface 
and elevated, already exist in the city, the allggd neces- 
sity foradditional railways appeared tothe undersigned, 
a minority of the Commissioners, vague;and indefinite. 
* * * Jt was therefore difficult for the undersigned 
when called, as required by the statute, “to determine 
upon the necessity of such steam railway or railways,” 
to find more than ea single route which at the time 
seemed to clearly justify an affirmative decision. 

Thereafter the Board of Commissioners fixed, de- 
termined, and located 29 separate and distinct routes 

or steam railways, which routes cover in all, as has 

een estimated, nearly 70 miles of the public streets of 
the city; and many of the said routes as located are 
not, to use the language in the application made to 
your Honor, “legally open to the introduction” of 
cable traction street or surface railways, or any steam 
Trailways. * * * With full knowledge of the 
statutes, the majority of the Commissioners have 
located certain routes, designated as routes numbers 
, 6G, 7, 8 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 18, 20, 22, and 24. each 
and every one of which the statute * * * declares 
“it shall pot be lawful for Commissioners to locate.” 
It is true there is appended to each resolution locating 
amroutea proviso * * * “that this resolution is not 
intended to apply, and shall not be deemed to apply, 
to any streets, avenues, places, or lands, or any part or 
parts thereof, on which this Board of Commissioners 
js not autborized by law to fix, determine, and locate a 
route or routes of railway or _ railways.” But 
this is followed by a resolution * * * “that 
wherever the route herein fixed and de- 
termined crosses a _ street, avenue, place, or 
lands, such route includes, and is intended to include, 
and shall be deemed to include, such crossing, and so 
much of said street, avenue, place, or lands as is there 
crossed so as to allow and enable the construction of a 
continuous and connected line of railway along the 
route so crossing.” * * * The undersigned are of 
opinion that ea of the 13 routes afore mentioned 
have been fixed, determined, and located in palpable 
violation of the law, and that the proviso attached to 
them is a futile attempt to evade it. 

A majority of the Commissioners have located route 
No. 15 on the Boulevard, from Fifty-ninth-street to 
One Hundred and Sixty-second-street, and have taken 
steps to authorize a company, when formed, and to be 
known as “ The New-York CableCompany,’’to construct 
& railway upon the said Boulevard, “ provided that such 
railway shell have been duly authorized to be con- 
structed.” Inasmuch asthe statutes declare that it shall 
not be lawful for any company organized by the Com- 
missioners to construct such railway on the boulevards, 
the undersigned submit that if such a railway is unlaw- 
fui at the time the Commissioners act, they have no 
power to authorize a company to construct it in case it 
should hereufter become lawful to do sot 

Believing it our duty as Commissioners not to sit in 
judgment upon the wisdom of the law, but to obey it as 
it is, and having sworn faithfully to discharge the du- 
ties of our office under it, we have felt obliged 
to vote against locating each and every one 
of the above mentioned 14 routes. Aside 
from their unlawfulness, some of them locat- 
ed below Twenty-third-street, are, in our opinion, 
of doubtful necessity. * * * Several that have been 
there located parallel existing railways, in the next ad- 
pent street, or now have railways or portions of them. 

he only routes located by the Commission, to which 
both of the undersigned have given their assent and 
votes, are those designated as routes Nos. 2, 8, 4, 14, 16, 
25, 26, and 29, being eight in all. No legal inpibition 
exists aguinst any of these. 

The plans and specifications adopted by the Commis- 
sion for steel surface railways provide for their con- 
struction and operation by a cable traction system. Our 
examination of this system in operation in a few of the 
wide avenues and streets in ee impressed us 
favorably, but we have very serious doubts whether it 
is suitable to this city, except — such of our widest 
streets and avenues as are not already occupied br sur- 
face railways. For narrow streets, and especially in 
the lower part of our city, where the street traffic is so 
great, weare of opinion it is not suitable, and its intro- 
duction ought not to be allowed. * * * 

The statute provides that the consent of the “ local 
authorities having the control of that portion of a 
street or highway upon which it was proposed to con- 
struct or operate such railway or railways on the routes 
located by the Commissioners must first be ob- 
tained.” In view of the considerations presented 
above, the undersigned would most respectfully suc- 
gest that the said authorities, in determining the aps 
plication for consent, should pass upon the 
routes located by the Commissioners not as a whole, 
but separately on each, on its merits. * * * 
We would further observe that when the consent of 
the authorities for the use of 70 miles of the publi¢ 
streets is asked for a private corporation * * * 
it should be made a condition, precedent to the consent 
being given, that the company that may be formed and 
organized by the Commission should pay annually into 
the City Treasury, for the use of the city, on Jan. $1, 
each and every year {~ centum of I's gross receipts. 
* * * And we would further respectfully suggest that 
it would be a wise policy, considerate of the future, if 
the local authorities * * * should limit the consent 
to a period not exceeding 80 years, at the expiration of 
which it could be renewed on such terms and condi- 
‘ons as the public interests might then dictate and re- 
quire.

THE PRIVACY OF TELEGRAMS. 

Toronto, Ontario, March 28.—The con- 
spiracy case was again before the Police Court 
to-day. Mr. H. P. Dwight, General Manager of 
the Great North-western Telegraph Company, 
said he had received a subpoena from the Supe- 
rior Court yesterday calling on him to produce 
all messages sent by Wilkinson and Bunting to 


Ottawa since Jan. 22 last. He had looked the 
messages Over, and found that nearly all of t em 
referred to important private matters having no 
apparent connection with the conspiracy, and he 
submitted that he was not compelied to produce 
such messages. ‘Shey were in his possession sim- 
ply as a servant of the company, and in failing to 
= uce them no contempt or want of respect was 
ntended as to the authority of thecourt. He 
was simply acting from a sense of duty in tho 
matter, taking into consideration the penalty to 
which be wouid be subjected by law in divulging 
messages, and also the express order of the com- 
any forbidding him todo so. Hesubmitted that 
Ene court had no authority to commit him, and 
should he obey its command and produce the 
méssages the court would have no power to pro- 
tect him from the penalty to which he would be 
subjected. He also objected that this court had 
no power to issue a subpoena duces tecum. After 
some discussion by counsel the magistrate said 
that he was age satisfied that he had no power 
to commit Mr. Dwight. The Crown Attorney 
then said that he would apply to the Court of 
Queen’s Bench for an attachment against him.

They seek to 
me themselves against it by arrangements, We, in 
ngland, are not from blame, but with us the 
love of peace is mopressing, and no Government can 
engage in war without risking and even losing the 
support of our people. We are so involved with terri- 
tory and popslstions over bulf the globe, that difficul- 
ties are almost constgotly arising, and our er of 
war is greater than that of any other nation. Iam, 
however, confident that our feeling against war is sen- 
sibly increasing, and I trust and believe the moral sense 
of our people will more and more condemn it.

Mrs. Starke was arraigned again before Justice 
Gorman, atthe Jefferson Market Police Court, 
yesterday. Hannah Holding, the colored sery- 
ant in Mrs. Starke’s employ, made an affidavit 
that she saw the girl Collins in the house at No. 
27 Clark-street for three hours March 18, and 
that she was taken sick there. Kelly called for 
her and took her away. Mrs. Starke was com- 
mitted for examination, Justice Gorman refus- 
ing to take bail. The colored girl was sent to 
the House of Detention.

THE DANVILLE RIOT INVESTIGA- 
TION RESUMED. 
TWENTY-FIVE WITNESSES SWORN—EFFECT 
OF THE DANVILLE CIRCULAR IN THE 

COUNTRY—TESTIMONY IN REBUTTAL. 

WasHINGTON, March 28.—The Danville 
investigation was resumed this morning, and 25 
witnesses, all white, were sworn at once. Will- 
jam B. Kurtz, Postmaster of Waynesboro, Va., 
200 miles from Danville, described the state of 
political feeling in his neighborhood, and said 
that he was himself the chief object of local 
Democratic enmity. He had heard of the Dan- 
ville riot first on Sunday, the day after the riot. 
He had been told by a mail messenger who was an 
ex-telegraph operator that a telegram had passed 
over the wires ordering a large invoice of pistols 
to Danville. Mr. Kurtz heard a jollification 
speech after the election. A Democratic speaker 
said he thanked God for the Danville riot. It 
was a blessing in disguise. Job Hawkshurst, of 
Fairfax, a Coalition candidate for State Senator, 
first saw the Danville circular at Alexandria on 
Friday before the election. Never saw more 
than two of the circulars. The circular caused a 
change from the Readjuster to the Democratic 
side upon election day. The Democrats 
relied on the race issue in the canvass. 

The Republican side suspended examinations 
at this point, although a few more witnesses re- 
mained to be examined, and Senator Vance be- 
gan his examination in rebuttal by calling Peter 
V. Booth,a grocer, of Danville. He described the 
riot. He saw;the preliminary quarrel and went to 
the place. A colored and white man were fight- 
ing with their fists. No weapons were being 
used. There were then about three white men 
and at least 150 colored men. After the two men 
had been separated witness turned to the crowd 
of colored yoople and asked them to leave. They 
refused and played pistols, saying they had 
been misused and would not leave. The witness 
knew some of the colored poort. One, named 
Ri hada pistol. Witness did not know the 
names of any others who had pistols. Witness 
went among the colored people, and with several 
others whom he named tried to get the colored 

ople to disperse. There was no alignment of 

he whites. Heard no command to fire. Witness 
did not see the whites when they fired, his back 
being turned. There would have been no possi- 
bility of missing the crowd of blacksif the whites 
had m seeking to kill them. Witness saw 
colored men fire. Witness fully believed that if 
the whites had not fired they would all have been 
murdered. Witness heard a portion of Sims’s 
speech. In his opinion it had a great deal to do 
with raising the riot. 

W.J,. Dance, a member of the firm of Ruffin, 
Wolfolk & Blair, in front of whose office the riot 
took place, said he seized his gun, cocked both 
barrels, and stood in the door of his office, He 
didn’t fire but leveled his gun when he saw col- 
ored men aiming their pistols. The bullet-marks 
on the front of the office building could not have 
been made by shots from the white crowd. It 
was in this office that witnesses had said white 
men went in and supplied themselves with arms, 
there being, according to several colored wit- 
nesses, a large quantity of arms and ammunition 
stored there. itness said he was the only 
man in the office, and kept the crowd out 
and refused to let anybody in except two or three 
of his friends. There were no arms in the office 
except the gun held by witness and one old pistol 
which was not serviceable. Witness saw 25 or 30 
black men with pistols. All he could see in the 
crowd had pistols. Witness was present at a 
meeting of his club when a resolution was passed 
to withdraw all patronage from Coalitionists. 
Witness could not name a single colored man or 
white man who fired pistols. 

The committee, at 4 o’clock, adjourned till 10 
o’clock to-morrow.

THE AMERICAN COLLEGE IN ROME. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Secretary Fre- 
linghuysen received a telegram this evening from 
Mr. W. W. Astor, United States Minister to Italy, 
saying that the American College in Rome has 
been exempted from the Propaganda sale. The 
attention of President Arthur was called several 
weeks aro, by Cardinal McCloskey and ether em- 
inent Roman Catholic prelates in this country, 
to the proposed sale, by order of the Italian 
Government, of the Propaganda property in 
Rome, including the American College. The 
Propaganda property was levied upon by 
the Italian Government under the laws of 
1866 and 1873. Proceedings were enjoined 
by the lower court, but its decision was event- 
ually reversed by the Supreme Court of the king- 


dom, and the sale was ordered. With a view to 
saving the American College, Cardinal eqs ere 4 
and other prelates of the Roman Catholic Chure 
in this country requested the intervention of the 
United States Government. By direction of the 
President, the Secre of State ad- 
dressed a note to inister Astor in- 
structing him to lay the facts in the case 
before the Government of the King of Italy, and 
endeavor to obtain, if not a perpetual abandon- 
ment of the impending sale, such a stay of pro- 
ceedings as would enable the friends of the col- 
lege in this country to determine whether any 
remedy could be devised. Mr. Astor was further 
informed that while the American College is 
technically held by the = repeganea, itis virtually 
American property; that it has been built up 
and suppo by money from this country, and 
that its sale would sacrifice interests exclusively 
American. From Mr. Astor’s telegram to the 
Secretary of State it appears that the representa- 
tions which the former was directed to make to 
the Italian Government have had the desired 
effect, and that the American College will be 
exempted from the impending sale of Propa- 
ganda property. 


THE ARMY AND THE NAVY. 
ADVERSE DECISION IN THE MEIGS PAY CASE 


—MOVEMENTS OF OFFICERS. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—On account of ill- 
health the leave of absence granted Cadet Daniel F. 
Meskit, Fourth Class, has been further extended until 
June 10, when he will join the succeeding Fourth Ciass; 
First Lieut. Benjamin H. Cheever, Jr., Fourth Cavalry, 
has been ordered to report in person to the command- 
ing General, Department of the Missouri, for duty at 
Leavenworth military prison, Fort Leavenworth, Kan- 
sas, to relieve Capt. Douglass M. Scott, First Infantry, 
who, on being 80 relieved, will proceed to join his com- 
pany. 

Judge Lawrence, First Controller of the Treasury, 
has made an adverse decision in what is known as the 
Meigs case.

The actof Aug. 7, 1882, appropriated oy A the 
erection, under the general authority of the tar 
of the Interior, ot a public building, in accordance wit 
a P and “ under the supervision of Gen. 
. ©. Meigs, late Quartermaster-General, retired. 
The Secretary of the Interior commissioned 
Gen. Meigs to be supervising ongineer and ar- 
chitect for the erection of the building, with compen- 
sation at the rate of $10 per day. The Controller says 
this rate of compensation was not fixed by statute, but 
}, A Secretary in his discretion. In his decision the 
ntrolier makes the following points: ‘A retired 
army officer is an officer in the public service. Congress 
has constitutional power to add to the duties of a re- 
tired army officer the further org | of eugsevistes the 
erection of a public building, and for this latter service 
the officer is not entitled to any compensation unless so 
rovided by statute. Inasmuch as no statute autbor- 
zes compensation for the services required of Gen. 
Meigs by the act of Aug. 7, 1382, heis not entitled 
to receive any therefor. lf the commission issued by 
the meter 7 Aad the Interior was designed to require 
services of Gen. Meigs other and different from those 
required by said act, he is still not entitled to compen- 
sation therefor, because ofthe prohibitions of section 
1,765 of the Revised Statutes. Under section 1,259 of 
the Revised statutes a retired army officer cannot be 
assigned to any other duty except as therein specified 
or as authorized or required by subsequent statute. The 
commission issued by the Secret of the Interior to 
Gen. Meigs did not constitute him an officer. An 
office cannot exist unless it be established or recog- 
nized by the Constitution or by act of Congress. When 
no law fixes or authorizes compensation for the 
services of an officer they are rendered gratuitously.”

Mr. Anderson, of Kansas, introduced a concur- 
rent resolution in the House to-day for the final ad- 
journment of Congress at 12 0’clock on June 2.

ment tn regard to the Een delivery of perishable 
fruit apply also to the delivery of foreign ere 
and periodicals.

The Department of State has received a copy 
of the proposed treaty between Great Britain and 
Portugal, by which American interests on the Coage 
are afiected.

oreign Relations. 

Tho Commissioner of Indian Affairs has re- 
ceived the following dispatch from Indian Agent Lin- 


coln, at the Fort Belknap Indian Reservation, in Mon- 
tana. dated March 27: “Fort Belknap parti: under 
water. Weare camped on the hill near by. Not very 
ouch danger yet, but a fair prospect that the moy 
buildings will be swept away, as the river is cutting a 
channel close to the fort. ve me permission to pur- 
chase tents.” 

Representatives Henley and Broadhead made 
arguments to-day before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee on the resolution offered in the House by the 
former providing for an investigation of the lease to 
the Alaska Commercial Company. Mr. Henley said 
that the law authorizing the lease was unconstitutional 
and void; that the lease was awarded Crease favorit- 
ism or fraud,and was given to the lowest bidder instead 
of the highest, and that the com y habitually vio- 
lated the terms of the lease. Mr. Broadhead contend- 
ed that the lease was void under the American system 
of government. 

Ata meeting of the House Committee on the 
Judiciary to-day an adverse report was ordered on the 
McGarrahan claim. Messrs. Collins, Bisbee, and May- 
bury will offer a minority report, to bethe same as 
the report agreed to by the Committee on Private 
Land Claims of the last Con; in favor of the claim- 
ant. Messrs. Poland and Broadhead will also present 
a minority report, giving to McGarrahan a title to the 
unpatented lands of the tract in dispute, and ordering 
the issue of scrip at the rate of $1 per acre for the 
value of the remainder. There are about 17,000 acres 
in the tract. 

The House Committee on Commerce to-day 
agreed upon a bill providing for an inspection of meats 
for exportation, and prohibiting the importation of 
adulterated articles of food or drink. The clause in 
the Senate bill proposing retaliation when unjust dis- 
criminations are made against any product of the 
United States by foreign powers was disagreed to. 
The House committee also disagreed tothe section of 
the Senate bill providing that “the Secretary of the 
Treasury may cause to made careful inspection,” 
&c., and substituted a section providing for the ap- 
pointment of six inspectors in each Customs district. 

At a meeting of the House Committee on 
Labor to-day, Representative James was unanimously 
instructed to report favorably a bill providing that it 
shall be unlawful for any person inthe employ of the 
United States or of ef tate, to contract with any one 
to hire out the labor of prisoners confined in any prison 
or jail for violation of any laws of the United States. 
Violation of the act is made a misdemeanor, punisha- 
ble by a fine of from $500 to $1,000 or imprisonment 
from one to three years. Mr. Jameshas prepared a re- 
amy to accompany the bill. The report gives the num- 

rof prisoners of the United States in State prisons 
and says the system of Jiring out the Jabor of the 
United States obtains in most States. In some cases 
the State prisons have taken persons convicted of vio-

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LIFE-PRESERVERS TO BE TESTED. 


THE FLOATS ON ALL STEAMERS TO BE EX- 
AMINED CAREFULLY. 


Acting upon information given them at 
their last annual meeting, the Supervising In- 
spectors of Steam Vessels have been making a 
quiet investigation into the condition of life-pre- 
servers on steamers. In many cases they found 
the cork floats to be miserable shams, entirely 
unfit to save a human being from sinking at sea. 
It is required by law that all life-pre- 
servers must contain at least six pounds 
of good sound cork blocks, capable of 
sustaining a buoyancy of 24 pounds. A 
buoyancy of 14 pounds is considered suffi- 


cient to float a body, but enty of latitude is 
allowed for soaking or occasional short weight. 
In examining the floats on a Michigan steamer, 
the Local Inspector found them al) short-weight, 
and capable of buoying only 17 pounds each. 
In Boston a twenty-four-pound weight tied toa 
life-preserver taken from a ferry-boat sunk it 
like a lump of lead. About 200 more from the 
same boat were found likewise faulty and con- 
demned. These preservers were furnished by 
contract, were made of black cork, and cost 
about 75 cents each. Only a few preservers bave 
as yet been examined in this city, but there were 
some short-weights among them. 

The Local Inspectors in the Second District, 
comprising New-York, Boston, New-London, 
Portland, Philadelphia, and Albany, have al- 
ready been officially notified by Supervising In- 
spector Starbuck that in the future at all regular 
inspections of steamers the order regarding the 
weight of life-preservers must be rigidly en- 
forced. Old preservers and new must be alike 
weighed, and deficient ones thrown out. It this 
order is carried out to the letter it will involve 
great expense to steam-boat owners, but will 
contribute greatly to the safety of passengers. A 
similar order has been, or soon will be, sent to 
local Inspectors in the other districts also. The 
excursion steamers, which are usually exam- 
ined from ly to June, will be compelled to 
comply with this rule. 

From the examinations made so far it seems 
that the most faulty life-preservers are of re- 
cent make. Old ones, which have been care- 
fully stored away for years on ferry-boats, 
came upto the requirements. A reason given 
for the deficiency in the new article is that com- 
— has forced down the price so that dis- 

onest manufacturers, in order to make ample 
profit, have stuffed their goods with sawdust in- 
stead of cork. Heretofore the steam-boat owners 
have bonaes their floats and put them on the 
boats, the Inspectors taking their word for their 
efficiency and simply seeing tnat a sufficient 
number was provided. Hereafter, if the orders 
are obeyed, each one will be weighed. 
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THE GRUB-WORM AMONG SHEEP. 
New-Comerstown, Ohio, March 28.—A 
peculiar malady termed the “ grub” is just now 
carrying off many sheep in this section, and sad 
havoc is being made among some wool growers’ 
flocks. The disease is caused bya worm called 


the grub, and is very distressing. Oneegg of the 
worm is deposited in the nostril of the sheep in 
July or August by a peculiar kind of fly, and the 
— hatches outin March and begins burrow- 

ng toward the brain, which when it penetrates 
kills the animal at once. There is no known 
remedy for it. The worm is about the size of the 
common grub, and has the gimlet appearance o 
that worm. Mr. Richard King, a prominen 
farmer, has already lost 30 of his finest sheep, and 
other farmers nearly their entire flocks.

Senator MILLER, of California, reported 
from the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
of which he is Chairman, last Thurs- 
day, a bill authorizing the payment 
of a reward of $25,000 to any pri- 
vate person who should discover or res- 
cue any of the members of the Greely 
party.

it must be said, the demise of 


a Prince of the blood royal, of any house 


in Europe, would not cause general com- 
ment or wideregret. But there is pervad- 
ing the household of Queen VICTORIA a 
certain domesticity and homelike at- 
mosphere which has never beautified 
other existing royal families. On many 
occasions of great public and private 
sorrow, the Queen’s ready sympathies 
have been manifested in a delicate 
and tender manner. Therefore, her 
own personal bereavements have 
seemed more like the sorrows that 
beset the mass of mankind than royal 
griefs usually are. The young man who 
has just died was a weakling. He was in- 
capacitated by physical infirmity from fol- 
lowing the rude sports to which his broth- 
ers were accustomed. Possibly, for this 
reason he had a stronger hold on his moth- 
er’s affection. He was an exemplary 
young Prince, a ‘student, a writer, and a 
close scientific observer. When he was 
given a seat in the House of Lords, the 
title of Duke of Albany,! which now 
lapses, was revived for him. His death 
has come suddenly, and it will disarrange 
many of the Summer festal plans provided 
by royal European families. 


One of the Allan Line of steam-ships 
has cleared from Liverpool for Boston 
with nearly three hundred Irish paupers 
on board. These compulsory immigrants 
are taken from a County Mayo poor-house, 
and their condition and status appear to 
be very well understood on the other side 
of the ocean. The experiment of shipping 
paupers to this country has been tried 
now and again by various nations of 
Occasionally, it is probable, the 
unfortunates have been ‘‘run in” quietly 
and without awakening suspicion. But 
there have been so many exposures of the 
trick that this early advertisement of the 
nature of the consignment now en route 
for Boston will be all that can be needed 
to insure a speedy return of the emigrants 
to their own misgoverned country. 


We continue to be very much gratified 
at Speaker SHEARD’S present attitude to- 
ward the city reform bills, and it pleases 
us to see the pains which he takes to put 
himself right. The suddenness and com- 
pleteness of his conversion is not without 
precedent, and is nothing against its sin- 
cerity. The light broke upon him with 
dazzling suddenness, and it is quite pos- 
sible that he heard a voice; but he should 
be judged by the good works which fol- 
low, and not by the spirit with which he 
set out.

It is pointed out by 
the seceding Commissioners that fourteen 
out of twenty-nine routes ‘‘ located”. by 
the other three Commissioners are ex- 
pressly forbidden by the statutes under 
which they claim to act. Of course, no 
such trifle as this can deter from activity 
three honest gentlemen who have entered 
into a contract and who are determined 
to earn the gratitude, if not the money, 
of their employers. But, aside from. all 
such }minor considerations as these, the 
spectacle of the three survivors of the 
wrecked commission busily baling out the 
water from their sinking craft should 
command the admiration of mankind. 


THE REFORM SPIRIT. 


Evidence accumulates that the people 
are far in advance of the politicians, and 
what chiefly engages their minds is reform 
in policies which affect material interests, 
andinadministrative methods, and, as con- 
tributing to this result, reform in political 
organization. For’ many years parties 
were divided in this country on issues 
which involved on one side convictions as 
to right and justice, and on the other the 
defense of certain vested interests. These 
issues so stirred the minds of men that lit- 
tle attention was given to the details of 
administration or the means employed by 
party men to gain their-ends. - While the 
great contest was going on which involved 
the character and perpetuity of our insti- 
tutions many abuses grew up which a 
vigilant people not otherwise too much 
occupied would have prevented. 

The old issues}have passed away, but 
thei minds of a people constantly busy 
with ' their public interests do not rest, 
They turn now to the old abuses, and 
with ever-increasing energy they demand 
that they shall be remedied. Politicians 
may ‘strive to keep up the ‘contests in 
which they have been ‘trained and by 
which their successes have been won, but 
the people are not with them. They may 
endeavor to maintain their ground by 
means of organization and party methods 
that have heretofore been potent, but the 
people care nothing for organization that 
does not serve their purpose, and they are 
impatient of methods by which they are 
thwarted. 

It is a salutary sign of the times that the 
people take an increasing interest in the 
details of public administration, inquire 
into abuses and the causes of inefficiency, 
extravagance, and corruption, and demand 
the adoption of measures of reform. They 
have little else to think of or to do in 
politics, and it is impossible to keep them 
longer in apathy or to hold them to a party 
allegiance which does not appeal to their 
present convictions. The politicians will 
be compelled to take account of the spirit 
which is abroad and conform their actions 
to its requirements, or prepare themselves 
for a far-reaching change in the political 
situation. If those who have long madea 
business of politics do not keep themselves 
in front of the people and advance as fast 
as they advance, they will find themselves 

*“‘o’errun and trampled on” and made 
-“ pavement for the abject rear.” 

The difficulties of reform movements 
are growing less day by day, because they 
‘have at last been taken up by the people 
and made the essentials of living politics. 
We can no longer argue from past failures 
that this or that cannot be accomplished,

brought between the millstones of popular 
agitation. Existing parties must array 
themselves on the living questions in 
which the people take an interest, or they 
will be relegated to the limbo of discarded 
devices, while new organizations will take 
their places. But no revolution is likely 
to be needed. The spirit of the people will 
doubtlessmold the parties to their use, how- 
ever reluctant the politicians may be to 
reform their lines. 


A SPRING ELECTION FOR MAYOR. 


The bill providing that the Mayor shall 
appoint heads of departments without 
confirmaticn is a great gain. It proceeds 
upon the sound theory that the chief 
executive officer of a corporation ought 
to be responsible for the manner in 
which all the work of the corporation is to 
be done. But manifestly the power of de- 
ciding what shall be done and at how great 
expense is not an executive function, 
but rather legislative, and the Mayor 
ought not, either directly or by his sub- 
ordinates, to have this power and respon- 
sibility in addition to powers and re- 
sponsibilities properly executive. This 
function is now discharged by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 
The work has been, upon the whole, toler- 
ably done by that body, certainly far bet- 
ter than it was done by the Aldermen, 
from whom the people had, in self-de- 
fense, to take it away. The Mayor, the 
Controller, the President of the Board of 
Aldermen, and the President of the Board 
of Taxes constitute the Board of Estimate. 
Heretofore the Controller has been ap- 
pointed by the Mayor for three years, 
the President of the Board of Al- 
dermen is elected by the board, and 
the President of the Board of Taxes is 
appointed by the Mayor for six years. It 
is important that this board, being a check 
upon the Mayor, should not be composed 
of his official creatures. The proposition 
that the President of the Board of Alder- 
men and the Controller should be elect- 
ed has been made to the Legislature 
in the form of bills. There is not the 
same objection to this that there would 
be to electing purely executive officers, 
and there is no reason why the occupant 
of either office should be summarily re- 
movable, as an executive officer should be. 
But there is a strong objection to electing 
either of these officers at the same time as, 
or upon the same ticket with, the Mayor. It 
would be entirely impracticable to prevent 
the formation of ‘‘ slates” and the arrange- 
ment of “deals,” which might be almost 
as mischievous in their results as the lodg- 
ment of the power of rejecting the May- 
or’s nominations in the Board of Alder- 
men has proved to be. 

This is an argument fora separate elec- 
tion, at which the Mayor alone shall be 
chosen. A still more cogent argument in 
the same behalf is presented by the actual 
condition of things in this city. Under 
the law as it now stands, a Mayor to be 
clothed with enlarged powers is to be 
chosen at the general election next 
November. . The class of tax-eaters will, 
of course, make desperate efforts to 
secure this position. They have ‘already 
told us how they mean to do it. They 
mean to nominate JOHN KELLY and to 
elect him by “selling out” the Demo- 
cratic Electoral ticket. It is by no means 
certain that this attempt would not suc- 
ceed. Suppose Mr. JOHNNY O’BRIEN runs 
a straight Republican candidate, of the 
O’Brien kind, in the interest of Mr. 
KELLY, and represents to Republicans 
interested in the national success of 
their party the advantages that would 
undoubtedly accrue to their Electoral 
ticket from that arrangement. The inde- 
pendent voters wculd be reduced to putting 
up a third candidate and running the 
chances of electing him in the heat of a 
general contest, which would give the 
skilled politicians an immense advantage 
in ‘‘ deals” and “‘ trades.” It is quite on 
the. cards that Mr. KELLY, whose voters 
are not ‘‘ theorists” and do what they are 
instructed to do, might be successful in a 
triangular contest of this kind, even if the 
election were fair. That result of the 
reformatory labors of Mr. ROOSEVELT 
would suffice to discourage municipal re- 
formers for many a‘year to come. 

This appalling contingency can be ob- 
viated by the simple device of providing 
a Spring election in 1885, at which Mayor 
Epson’s successor, and no other officer, 
shall be chosen. It would be impossible 
to do any trading at such an election. It 
would be equally impossible for Mr. JoHN- 
ny O'BRIEN to put a machine ticket in the 
field as a stalking horse for Tammany 
which would divert any considerable 
number of independent votes, when voters 
had nothing else to think about than the 
choice of a good Mayor. The interval 
from Jan. 1 to the Spring election might 
very well be left to Mr. Epson with his 
present powers. But at any rate, it seems 
tous thata bill providing for a separate 
election for Mayor is the necessary com- 
plement of the bill taking away the power

SHAM BUTTER. 


After an exhaustive presentation of the 
results of the investigation recently made 
in this city, the bill prohibiting the manu- 
facture or sale of oleomargarine, butter- 
ine, or any other imitation of butter was 
ordered toa third reading in the Senate 
yesterday, almost without opposition. It 
is believed that the passage of this bill will 
lead to the exclusion from our markets of 
a product that is almost universally detest- 
ed by consumers in this State. Owing to the 
trickery of retail grocers, proprietors of 
restaurants, landlords of hotels, and keep- 
ers of boarding-houses, these consumers 
have been eating the stuff at the rate of 
40,000,000 pounds in a year. Seven laws 
have been enacted for their protection, and 
every one of these laws has been persist- 
ently and shamelessly violated. At last 
those who knew how great the evil was 
came to the conclusion that the remedy 
applied in Missouri—absolute prohibition 
of manufacture or sale—must be applied 
in New-York. 

If the seven existing laws could be en- 
forced the trade in sham butter would 

“The members of the Senate com- 
these 
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them is discreditable to the authorities 
who have neglected their plain duty. It 
may be said, however, that it would be 
very difficult to prevent the deception of 
those who buy their supplies from grocers, 
and practically impossible to protect those 
who trust the fairness of keepers of res- 
taurants and boarding-houses. The com- 
mittee decided to solve the problem by 
proposing a law that could be enforced, 
and that would protect not only the 
swindled and long-suffering consumer, 
but also the great dairy interests of the 
State. 

The industry that transforms hog fat 
and cotton-seed-oil into something that 
closely resembles butter by means of nitric 
acid and other chemicals ‘‘ which destroy 
the natural smell, render the article more 
insoluble and indigestible, and serve as 
agents to prevent decomposition or putre- 
faction” thrives only by deception and 
fraud. The manufacturers may not de- 
ceive those to whom they sell the stuff, 
but there must be deception and fraud be- 
fore it reaches the consumer. How many 
men and women are there in this city 
who would knowingly buy this deodor- 
ized fat to be used on their tables 
in the place of honest butter? The 
rapid growth of the trade has forced 
farmers in some places to smother their 
consciences and to deal in the product 
that threatens to ruin them by fraudulent 
competition. The butterine-makers of the 
West have filled the markets of the city 
of Washington. The District authorities 
have tried in vain to enforce their laws, 
which are similar to those heretofore en- 
acted in this State. Some of the neigh- 
boring farmers in Maryland and Virginia 
now dealin the stuff, buying it from the 
wholesale grocers and jobbers and éelling 
itin the city as the product of their dai- 
ries. So demoralizing has the trade in 
bogus butter become that a prohibitory 
law may be defended upon the ground of 
public policy, as well as by other powerful 
arguments. 


The Low bill as originally drawn pro-- 


vided that the enforcement of the new 
law should be intrusted to the State Dairy- 
men’s Association. This association was 
empowered to employ experts, chemists, 
agents, and counsel, acting as a commis- 
sion, and the sum of $30,000 was to be ap- 
propriated for the expenses of the work. 
As amended yesterday the ‘bill provides 
that the work of enforcement shall be 
done under the direction of a Commis- 
sioner to be appointed by the Governor. 
If the bill shall become a law, the Com- 
missioner will not have an easy task, but 
he will have the hearty sympathy and 
support of hundreds of thousands of con- 
sumers whose righteous indignation has 
been thoroughly aroused. 





EVACUATING SUAKIN. 


The withdrawal of three British regi- 
ments from Suakin denotes, not that the 
British forces have done in the Soudan all 
that they were expected to do, but that 
they have done all that they can do. The 
Arabs have kindly consented to be twice 
brought to battle almost under the guns of 
the fleet and against troops regularly 
formed, and the results have been what 
might have been expected. They stand 
no chance whatever in such an encounter, 
and they have now become convinced of 
this. It is very possible that they have 
lost faith in OSMAN DIGNaA, who, no doubt, 
promised them victory, and although the 
reports from the Soudan have been curi- 
ously untrustworthy all along, the report 
that chiefs representing the tribes of the 
desert to the number of 5,000 have come 
into the British camp and submitted is not 
intrinsically improbable. 

Meanwhile Gen. GORDON’S case at Khar- 
toum seems to be as desperate as ever. 
His communications are at the mercy of 
the tribes which have learned that they 
cannot stand up before regular troops in 
an open fight. But they have also learned 
that they can make the communications 
of a British garrison very precarious, and 
this knowledge they will no doubt put 
into practice. It is this which renders 
Gen. GORDON’s position so perilous. It is 
this also which makes absurd any hope of 
conquering a satisfactory peace in the 
Soudan. The immediate object of the 
British is to secure the safety of GoRDON. 
Their ultimate object is to keep the roads 
in the Soudan open for commerce. It is 
to be hoped that they may attain the for- 
mer, for which they are bound in honor 
to make every effort. It is certain 
that they cannot attain the latter without 
establishing strong garrisons at several 
points south of the Egyptian boundary, 
and also maintaining a strong force on the 
road to keep open the communications 
with their garrisons and to convoy caravans, 
It is not to be supposed that they are pre- 
pared to do this, and there is no alterna- 
tive to doing it except to evacuate the 
country and confine trade to the coast. 
This alternative the withdrawal of the 
three regiments indicates that they have 
accepted. The episode of the war in the 
Soudan is of a piece with the whole his- 
tory of the British occupation in Egypt. 
It was a wanton mistake from the begin- 
ning, and when it was discovered to be a 
mistake the Government and the army 
were too deeply committed to withdraw 
in safety. 


AN UNWISE PLAN. 

The steam-ship companies seem to be 
unanimously opposed to the project of 
landing all their cabin passengers at the 
new Barge Office at the Battery, and we 
may be very certain that all cabin passen- 
gers will share this opposition. 

At present a transatlantic steam-ship ar- 
riving in this port goes quietly to her 
wharf, where she lands her cabin passen- 
gers, and where the baggage of the lat- 
ter is examined by the revenue offi- 
cers. The passengers are thus _ pro- 
tected from the weather and are 
saved any unnecessary delay. By 
the proposed plan passengers would be 
transferred from the steamer to a barge 
and carried to the Barge Office. In rainy 
or wintry weather this transfer would be 
nearly as unpleasant as an ordinary trip 
across the British Channel, and the passen- 
gers on landing at the Barge Office would, 
ba dave when three ox four steamers ar- 


rive simultaneously, find themselves sub- 
jected to delays and discomforts such as 
travelers can find in no civilized port. 

So far as can be seen, the only object to 
be gained by compelling passengers to 
land at the Barge Office is that the cost of 
sending revenue officers to different steam- 
ship wharves to search the baggage of in- 
coming passengers would be somewhat 
lessened. This gain, however, would be 
very slight, for at least one officer must be 
constantly kept on each steam-ship wharf, 
to guard against smuggling. Even if a 
large saving to the Treasury could be 
made at the cost of annoying every cabin 
passenger who comes to this port, the 
game would not be worth the candle. The 
Treasury is not so much in want of money 
that we need drive the passenger traffic to 
Philadelphia or Boston in order to save a 
few dollars. 


A NEW ARK. 

A prophet, now temporarily in this city, 
announced that the sun would cease 
to shine yesterday, and that within a 
week every living being would be swept 
from the globe by tornadoes, except the 
** good people,” who would embark at this 
port on board the White Star steamer Bri- 
tannic, and after a voyage around the 
world would return to the United States 
and repeople the earth. 

This prophecy shows how much the 
world has improved since the time of 
Noan. That early mariner went to sea 
with but eight souls on board the ark. 
There were but eight ‘‘ good people” at 
that time, and from subsequent develop- 
ments there is too much reason to think 
that one of them—the notorious Ham— 
ought to have been left ashore. Now it 
appears that there are enough “ good peo- 
ple” on the earth to fill the first cabin of 
the Britannic—say one hundred in all. 
Of course this number will seem incredibly 
large to most people, but, after all, it is 
perhaps not much larger in proportion to 
the bad people now living than was the 
number of passengers on the ark compared 
with the contemporaneous Democrats who 
failed to embark. 

However, this is an idle speculation, 
since the sun shone all day yesterday, in 
spite of the prophet’s prediction, and of 
the threats of the weather bureau—which 
establishment, it might be remarked, has 
latterly served us with weather two or 
three days old, instead of keeping its 
promises and giving us in the afternoon 


the weather promised in the morning. 





The recent proposal of a stay-at-home 
strategist to ““ occupy” with British troops some 
of the Soudanese villages on the Nile between 
Berber and Khartoum must have considerably 
amused those who know what the villages in 
question are like. Shendy, the most important 
place on that section of the river, is more than 
half in ruins, and even the houses which are still 
inhabited can hardly be distinguished at first 
sight trom those which are not. As for the 
smaller villages, they consist merely of twenty 
or thirty mud burrows, plastered with half-rot- 
ten straw, not exactly adapted for military oc- 
cupation. Even these dens, however, are only 
tenanted by the householders of the Soudan dur- 
ing the rainy season. At other times they act- 
ually live up in the trees under huge “sun- 
shades” of intertwisted boughs covered with 
straw, like the hairless apes described by M. pu 
CHAILLU. Are the unfortunate British soldiers 
expected to scramble up into the trees and to 
“occupy” one of these straw umbrellas apiece?

What liberties will not advertisers take 
with the human form divine in aid of their 
schemes? The “ traveling sandwich,” which con- 
sists of a man incased between long boards, on 
which are depicted the merits of Stickem’s 
Stomachic Solvent or Potter’s Purgative Pills, 
has become a nuisance of long standing, or, more 
striccly speaking, perambulating. Of later date 
are the colored gentlemen arrayed in tawdry 
finery and tinsel, like the circus clowns of o!d, 
and the bogus Nubians and Indians, duly tinted, 
who are walking advertisements of dumb-bells, 
Indian clubs, and cheap restaurants. A milder 
form of the movement was exhibited in the cases 
of other colored gentlemen, elegantiy—not to 
say ultra-fashionably—attired, whose shirt col- 
lars of heroic dimensions bore testimony in the 
largest of type to the extra quality of Some- 
body’s Soap. From marking the dress they got 
to marking the person itself, and a Boston man 
originated the device of tattooing men’s bodies 
with advertisements, pictorial and otherwise, of 
tobacconists, the object being to put the tattooed 
men on exhibition in museums., But all these 
schemes fade into insignificance beside the one 
now reported in London, England, where an en- 
terprising patent medicine dealer has printed a 
call for twenty bald-headed men willing to have 
an advertisement of his nostrum burned on the 
back of their heads. And, although perhaps this 
is not what he intended, it may be that the ad- 
vertiser will actually receive responses from per- 
sons who are willing to be branded—for a con- 


sideration.

The late Dr. C. S. Henry, though not 
one of our foremost men of letters, had an im- 
portant connection with literature, and wrote at 
least one book, “Dr. Oldham at Greystones,” 
which has already given him something like per- 
manent fame. It isinthe form ef SOUTHEY’s 
** Doctor,” and seems to have been suggested by 
that quaint and amusing work. Dr. HENRY had 
a keen touch of humor and a great deal of 
rough good sense, but wasa little too scholarly 
to be a popular writer. His connection with 
letters began with the organization of the fa- 
mous New-York Review, which was started in 
1837 and continued till the end of 1841. The late 
Dr. HAWKS was joint worker with him in the 
Review until 1840, when it passed into the hands 
of the late Dr. J. G. COGSWELL, the organizer 
and first Librarian of the Astor Library. From 
this time to 1860 Dr. HENRY was active as Pro- 
fessor of Intellectual and Moral Philosophy in 
the University of New-York. In 1845 he pub- 
lished an ‘* Epitome of Philosophy” which won 
the favor of Sir Wrrt1AM HAMILTON; earlier 
than this he had translated M. COUSIN’s exami- 
nation of ** Locke’s Essay on the Understanding,” 
which he brought out with an elaborate intro- 
duction as “The Elements of Psychology,” and 
had made his mark as the author of several es- 
says which were collected in 1860 into a volume 
entitied ** Social Welfare and Human Progress.” 
* Dr. Oldham at Greystones” first appeared in 
1859, and was greatly enjoyed by thoughtful and 
scholarly readers. Dr. HENRY was an admira- 
ble talker, and could handle his learning 
easily. He was a leader among the active liter- 
ary men of his day, and had the bluff, hearty, 
strong, and keenly intellectual qualities which 
easily give one prominence in literary and social 
circles. For the last twenty years he had given 
up authorship and a litera: 7 career, but from 
1835 to 1860 few men were more sought for in 
New-York as literary companions, or contrib- 
uted more to the intellectual life of the commu- 
nity. Irvina, BRYANT, OsGoop, RAYMOND, 
Hawks, and COGSWELL were the men he knew 
best, and the late GEORGE P. PUTNAM’sS book- 
store was the place where he could oftenest be 
found in leisure hours.

THE CAPTIVITY OF OHMER.

The Macon (Ga.) Telegraph says that an- 
other earthquake shock was felt there on Sun- 
day night last between 9 and 10 o'clock, during 
the prevalence of a severe thunder-storm. 


The Connecticut Democratic State Com- 
mittee will meet in New-Haven on Wednesday, 
April 2, to fix the time and place of the conven- 
tion to elect delegates to the National Conven- 
tion. 


Gov. MoLane, of Maryland, vetoed the 
bill reducing the price of marriage licenses on 
the ground that the State could not afford to 
lose the revenue thus derived unless an equiva- 
lent resource was provided for the current ex- 
penditure. 


The Cincinnati Price Current’s summary 
shows that 5,402,064 hogs were packed in the 
West during the past Winter, against 6,132,212 in 
the Winter of 1882-8. The average gross weight 
this year was 25.44 pounds, 15.58 pounds lighter 
than last year.

AMUSEMENTS. 


BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC. 

The seventh public rehearsal of the 
Brooklyn Philharmonic Society took place yes- 
terday afternoon in the presence of a large and 
thoroughly interested audience. We do not 
know whether it has been Mr. Thomas's design, 
in arranging the programmes of theseason which 
is now approaching its close, to present a cumu- 
lative effect, but something of that sort has ina 
general way been achieved. Yesterday’s pro- 
gramme, which will be repeated at the concert 
this evening, was much the strongest of the sea- 
son, and it will be succeeded, at the last concert, 
set down for next month, by one still stronger in 
point of novelty. Mr. Thomas presented yester- 
day two of those standard classical works which 
are not new but are certainly neverold. The 
Ninth Symphony of Beethoven, and Schumann’s 
“*Scenes from Goethe’s Faust” are undoubtedly 
familiar enough to every person who goes to 
hear good music. Itis our belief, however, that 
there never was a time in the growth of that 
musical taste in this country which Mr. Thomas 
has professed to hold so close to his heart when 
the musical public stood more in need of a 
regimen of Beethoven's best writing than they 


do just now. Of course, conservatism may be- 
come old fogyism in music just as it may in 
literature or religion, but we may well question 
whether the later composers have given us any- 
thing more elevating in tone than Beethoven. 
Leaving out the question of matter, in which we 
presume all will admit that Beethoven is facile 
orinceps, has any composer exhibited to us a 
Petter. method? It may seem to many foolish and 
unnecessary to raise such a question, but we bave 
heard and read plenty of assertions that the 
methods of Wagner, Schumann, Berlioz, and even 
Tschaikowsky were destined to become the 
methods of the future. We do not propose to 
argue this matter here, but simply to recommend 
to all persons interested init a sound study of 
that same Ninth Symphony which was given 
yesterday and will be repeated thisevening. It 
combines the most dignified and beautiful 
melody with a splendor of tone color and a mas- 
siveness of form that,evenif they may be sur- 
passed at some distant time in the future, will 
certainly satisfy the best musical intellect of 
many agesto come. It has been well said that 
the whole progress ot music since Beethoven has 
been in the direction of greater instrumental 
elaboration; but we may seriously question 
whether anything better evenin that line has 
been achieved than the Shakespeare of music 
achieved eariy inthe present ergot F Formal 
development undoubtedly reached its highest de- 
velopment with him, and his greatest successor 
in music, Richard Wagner, expressed the belief 
that the Ninth Symphony had exhausted the do- 
main of purely instrumental music. We have 
saia this much about the Ninth Symphony solely 
because many persons are apt to look upon it as 
a very familiar work and pass it by with less at- 
tention than it shouldalways receive. TheSchu- 
mann music given yesterday is nobly conceived 
and elaborated with the power of a recognized 
genius. It is undoubtedly the most fitting mu- 
sical exposition which Goethe’s poetry has ever 
received, and it was a suitable companion to the 
Beethoven work. The Bach toccata, which began 
the programme, issevere enough in spirit, but can 
hardly be called ag>eeable to the average hearer. 
It isa pity that we cannot state that these works 
were given a wholly meritorious performance. 
The performances of the Brooklyn Philhar- 
monic bave been on a high plane this season, and 
yesterday was only weak by comparison. The 
soloists were Mme. Amy Sherwin, Mrs. Adolf 
Hartdegen, Mrs. Minnie Denniston, Mrs. Belle 
Cole, Miss Emily Winant, Messrs. Thecdore J. 
Toedt, Franz Remmertz, and Carl E. Martin. 
Barring Mrs. Denniston’s lack of power, her 
work, together with that of Miss Winant, Mrs. 
Cole, and Mrs. Hartdegen, was well done. Mme. 
Sherwin’s voice is, unfortunately, not what it 
used to be. It is by no means strong enough for 
such tasks as she had before her yesterday, and 
it has acquired a certain peculiar acidity of tone. 
Mr. Toedt was hardly powerful enough, but 
sang with taste and judgment. Mr. Remmertz 
deserves especial mention for his excellent sing- 
ing throughout the performance, The chorus 
suffered even more than usual from the lack of 
male voices, and was, moreover, occasionally 
rough in attack. The orchestra played with 
vigor and finish, but there was a slight uncer- 
tainty in the wood, which detracted from its 
otherwise excellent execution. In spite of these 
defects, we may hope for a generally good per- 
formance this evening.

THE TRAGEDIANS. 

A fresh interest has been given to our 
stage during the last few days by the acting of 
Mr. Booth, Mr. Bandmann, and Mr. McCullough. 
The announcement that Mr. Irving is to reappear 
next week at the Star Theatre has, apparently, 
stimulated the two American players, who are 
by no means at their best this year. Mr. Booth, 
it was pointed out at the time of his recent en- 
gagement in the Star Theatre, shows now singu- 
lar indifference to his work. Mr. McCullough, 
though he is conscientious, lacks spontaneity 
and vigor. Yet it is quite true that both Mr. 
Booth and Mr. McCullough have displayed, dur- 
ing the present week, a kind of effort which 
they had not made previously. Mr. Irving is so 
much in the public sight, his success has been so 
complete and brilliant, that, naturally, he offers 
a dangerous competition to American tragic 
actors who refuse to leave their worn ruts, who 
do the same work in the same old way year after 
dese who permit themselves, finally, to be neg- 
lected. 

Mr. Booth has performed these characters at 
the Fourteenth-Street Theatre: Hamlet, Ber- 
tuccio, Iago, wo bc and Petruchio. His pro- 

mme last night comprised ** The Merchant of 

“enice”™ and “ Katherine and Petruchio.” This 
afternoon he will repeat his rformance of 
Hamlet. There are three or four intelligent 
players in his company, which, nevertheless, is 
weak and slovenly. It must be admitted that 
Mr. Booth has selected the right characters 
for his first week. He can act characters 
like Hamlet, Bertuccio, Iago, and Shylock. 
He is perhaps _an_ equally fine player in 
all of them. His Shylock is, it seems to us, 
a work of clear force and beauty. His Ber- 
tuccio, however, is marked by peculiar power, 
and his acting of Bertuccio on Tuesday night 
was watched with deep interest by an au- 
Seate oa, ee theatre.

r. MoCullough gave his best ‘orman: 
this week in ** Brutus” and “ Virginius.” Payne's 
drama,is tiresome, but it has an impressive fifth 
act, in which Mr. ee rises invariably 
to its pathetic situation. Virginius was done 
again last evening. On. Tuesday night Mr. 
McCullough attempted to act Othello, with Mr. 
Joseph Haworth as Iago. Mr. Haworth is an ex- 
cellent Iago. Mr. McCullough has never dis- 
pares the kind of emotion and the manner 
which are suited to a character like Othello. 
The calm restraint and the fortitude of Othello 
in circumstances that tax his deep nature are 
shown by this actor with skill and sincerity. 
But Othello, though a rugged and heroic po 
dier, is chiefly _a lover. He is a lover whose 
passion is rapid, changeable, and intense. This 
— overwhelms him, obscures his thoug 
estroys him in the end. It leads himto a bruta 
crime. The self-possessed soldier, turns at last 
into a furious, senseless murderer, a heart 
of fire. Othello is, therefore, an elastic, 
picturesque, restless, emotional character. For- 
rest, Salvini, and Rossi have depicted him 
truthfully from different points of view; they 
have o- cted him truthfully because they have 
made him chiefly human. ey have expréssed 
his passion. ‘They have shown in the main his 
tragic life. Our actors to-day exhibit Othello as 
a cool-headed, rational martyr, one who sacrifices 
an innocent and helpless woman for coherent 
purpose. He becomes in their hands intellectual 
and priggish, though it isclear enough that his 
whole existence flows not from his mind: but 
from his heart. It is probable, however, that’ 
Mr. McCullough and Mr. Booth act this part as 
they do act it bécause they are unable to pene-' 
trate its depth of passion. Neither actor is able to 
present the lover. Neither actor, therefore, isable 
to present the real Othello. Mr. McCullough has: 
vivid talent for the expression of paternal or’ ~ 
fraternal love; his demonstrations of love toward. 
Desdemona are, in fact, those of a father, not 
those of a lover. There is no indication of sexual 
feeling in his acting. He is either tender or 
stolid. In the third scene of the play there is 
little variety or suggestion in his Fervesenes, 
and his vigor is almost altogether that of phys- 
ical action and robust vocality. Mr. McCul- 
lough’s Othello, therefore, lacks the beauty and 
the truthfulness that are tound amply in his 
Virginius and Brutus. 

On next Monday evening Mr. Irving will illus- 
trate once more a sound method of play produc- 
tion. He willthen bring forward his celebrated 
revival of “*Much Ado About Nothing,” at the 
Star Theatre. Mr. Irving’s method is simple; if 
a play is worth doing, it is worth doing we

A discriminating and highly pleased au. 
dience sat for two hours and a half in Chickeriug 
Hall last evening and listened to the melodies of 
the Princeton College Glee Club, which gave its 
annual concert. Theclubsang under the lead- 
ership of Edward L. Bradley, of the Class of ‘84, 
and each number on the programme was

' SCENES AND FIGURES IN WAX. 


TWO THOUSAND PEOPLE AT THE.OPENING OF 
THE EDEN MUSEE. 

Life-size wax figures, strikingly realistic 
in colors and attitudes, evoked a variety of ex- 
clamations from the 2,000 ladies and gentlemen 
who visited, by special invitation, the new Eden 
Musée, in West Twenty-third-street, last night. 
The Directors of this novel place of entertain- 
ment confess to have underrated the amount of 


labor necessary to complete its various features, 
otherwise the opening night would have been de- 
ferred. Only about one-half of the figures and 
groups mentioned in the catalogue were in posi--: 
tion t night.. The large crowd of visitors,: 
however, had no reason to find fault with the en- 
tertainment afforded. 7 

The handsome interior of the new building 
evoked general commendation, and the skillfully 
arranged wax figures commanded eager and, in: 
many instances, admiring attention. A great 
profusion of tropical plants mingled their fresh’ 
green colors with the rich crimson of the alcove’ 
hangings, and the bright costumes worn by some: 
of the inanimate figures added additional brill- 
iancy tothescene. A rapid succession of popu-: 
lar airs was played by a large orchestra in the 
music-room. The building was especially de- 
signed to give to this city a perma- 
nent exhibition of wax-works, and the 
architect, builder, and decorator have per-: 
formed their respective parts well. There are 
two square halls on the ground floor devoted to 
the display of artistic tableaus in wax. Back of 
the second hali is a fine large music hallor 
““Winter garden,” surrounded by a gallery in 
which are placed a large number of stereopti- 
cons. In this “Winter garden” instrumental 
music may beheard dayand evening, and the 
tile-paved floor will be dotted with tables suita-: 
ble for the serving of light refreshments. It is 
the intention of the Directors of the Eden Musée 
to make this feature of their institutiona strictly’ 
first-class resort, particularly for ladies and: 
children. 

The chief purpose of the wax-work tableaus will 
be to depict historical incidentsand to reproduce 
as nearly as possible the forms and features of 
eminent persons, both dead and living. A group . 
that attracted much attention last night was in- 
tended to represent the rulers of the world. Vis- 
itors readily picked out the Emperor William, 
Bismarck, Gusen Victoria, Pope Leo, and Gam- 
betta, but the well-dressed wax man that occu- 
pied President Arthur’s seat was unanimously 
voted an impostor. A “literary and artistic 
group” filled a large platform in the cen-~ 
tre of the second hall. Excellent coun- 
terfeit presentments of Adelina Patti, 
Mrs. Langtry, Mary Anderson, and Victor 
Hugo were promptly recognized by the multi- 
tude. Among the realistic tableaus in the side 
alcoves were Napoleon ITI. lying in stute, the 
death of the Prince Imperial, and Washington 
crossing the Delaware. A headless model, attired 
in shabby garments, which occupied a small al- 
cove, excited much curiosity. Members of the 
Reception Committee kindly explainea toinquir- 
ers that the headless model would be converted 
into an image of Thomas A. Edison as soon as 
possible. A spacious vault or “crypt”? under- 
neath the ground floor will contain a fascinating 
assortment of “horrors.” The assortment was’ 
incomplete last night, and there were only four 
or five tableaus, showing the different methods 
of executing offenders.

: AT CANNES. 
CHR NEWS RECEIVED IN ENGLAND WITH 
~ (PROFOUND SORROW—THE PRINCE’S STU- 
’ DIOUS LIFE AND ACQUIREMENTS. 

_Lowpon, March 28.—Prince Leopold, the 
Duke of Albany, fourth and youngest son of 
Queen Victoria, died suddenly in a fit at2 o’clock 

» this morning at Cannes. He had gone to Cannes 
only a few days ago for the sake of his health. 
Nothing serious, however, had been anticipated. 
He. was looking fairly well, and had been taking 
part in the festivities of the place. But he had 
had a severe chill, which may have been the pre- 
cursor of the fatal fit. He jas on the point of 
starting for Darmstadt to attend the wedding of 
his niece, the Princess Victoria of Hesse. 

The Duchess of Albany is at Claremont. The 
Duke of Albany attended the bachelors’ ball at 
Nice, Tuesday night, and staid very late. 

A dispatch from Cannes to Reuter’s Agency 
states that the Duke of Albany’s death was due 
tothe effects of a fall which he suffered last even- 


ding-at the Cercle Nautique. 

The Queen received the news of the Duke of 
Albany’s death this afternoon. She was pro- 
foundly affected. The Prince of Wales was visit- 
ing the Earl of Sefton, and received the news on 
the Aintree race-course. He returned at once 
to London. The horses Spectrum and Callander 


were weighed for a race, but the Duke of Mont- 
rose and Sir George Chetwynd refused to run 
them. Mar!borough House, the residence of the 
Prince of Wales, is besieged with people calling 
to express their condolence.

He was 
subject. to occasional attacks of internal 
hemorrbage. He had arranged to leave Cannes 
on Monday next, as his health seemed to be re- 
stored. During his sojourn at Cannes he indulged 
in a round of moderate gayeties. Yesterday 
he gave a ‘dinner. A correspondent writes 
from Cannes under date of Tuesday: 
“ The Duke on Saturday was at a Venetian féte 
given in his honor and looked much better than. 
when he first came here. Before the féte the 
Duke and party dined at the Cosmo restaurant 
and then went to the theatre, arriving at the fate 
in ng tad cf time to take part in the entertain- 
ment.” 

In consequence of the Duke’s death the mar- 
riages of the Princess Victoria of Hesse and 
Prince Louis of Battenberg and of the Princess 
Elizabeth and the Prince of Anhalt have been 


postponed. 
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THE PRINCE’S LIFE AND WORK. 

Prince Leopold George Duncan Albert, 
Duke of Albany, Earl of Clarence, and Baron 
Arkiow, the youngest son of Queen Victoria, 
was the most intellectual and popular of all the 
Queen’s sons, and his death has cast a gloom 
over the entire Kingdom of Great Britain. He 
wasthe youngest but one of Queen Victoria’s 
children, his sister Beatrice being hisjunior. He 
was born in Buckingham Palace April 7, 1853, 
aad was within little more than a week of having 
reached his thirty-first year. He had led a com- 
paratively retired life from his childhood, a cir- 
cumstance due as well to his physical delicacy 
as to his own tastes, which were simple and 


unobtrusive to a degree seldom found in Princes 
of the royal blood. His education as a by was 
under the direction principally of Mr. 
worth, who afterward became Canon Duck- 
worth, and was completed at Oxford, where he 
entered at Christ Church, and in course of 
time proceeded to the degree of B. A. by 
the usual royal road. The Prince’s life at the 
university, however, was not that of a mere 
royalidier. He studied diligently,as he might 
have done had _ he been obliged to carve his own 
future, and displayed a great love for meta- 

hysical and abstract sciences. The natural 

nt of his inclination also made him 
a great etudent of Engish literature 
and. he devoted a large rtion of 
his time to Shakespearean studies, in which he 
proved bimself an apt scholar, and evinced a 
critical and intelligent knowledge of the text of 
Shakespeare which placed him in the foremost 
rank among the students of the bard. He in- 
herited the taste and skill of his father, the late 
Prince Aibert, for art and music, and in each of 
these branches of study he excelled during his 
school days, and prosecuted them earnestly after 
leaving the university. He matriculated at Ox- 
ford in 1872, at the age of 19, and four years 
later was created a D. C. L. by the university. It 
was a practice of the Prince in after years to 
assert ina carey J way that if England ever be- 
came a republic he alone of ali the Queen's sons 
would be able to support his family by his wits 
as a teacher of music and lan 3. 

Upon vanmeng his mn ndoesiy, n 1874, Parlia- 
ment granted Prince Leopold an annuity of 
£15,000, or $75,000. He had become deeply re- 
ligious during his studies at Oxford, and was 
anxious to enter the church and take holy 
orders. He had already taken a firm stand on 
the question of temperance, and was President 
of the Oxford Branch of the England Temper- 
ance Society, in which position he labored zeal- 
ously for the erent cause. The Queen, however, 
opposed his desire to enter the service of the 
pe mere 9 on account of his health, which had been 

oor from his boybood, and his mother feared 

he effect of any mental or physical labor such as 

would be required of him by the church. Yielding 
to the Queen’s wishes, Prince Leopold relin- 
guished his cherished ambition, and devoted him- 
self to literary pursuits, a choice which placed 
him quite apart from the rest of his family. He 
wrote and published two books which gained 
some celebrity in their day, one of them being a 
record of “Travels in Italy” and the other a 
work on“ The Polarization of Light,” in which 
the royal author showed that his scientific 
studies at the university had not been without 
fruit. , 

In the Spring of 1880 Prince Leopold paida 
visit to America, coming to see his sister the 
Princess Louise, the wife of Lord Lorne, who was 
at that time Governor-General of Canada. He 
arrived at Quebec in May and spent several 
weeks in Canada and the United States, traveling 
west asfaras Milwaukee, and stopping a few 
days in Chicago, where he attended the Repub- 
lican Convention which nominated Garfield for 
President. He showed great interest in the pro- 
ceedings of that body, which was totally ike 
anything that he ever seen at home.

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THE HEADLESS BODY. 


NO CLUE TO THE MURDERER AND IDENTIFI- 
CATION NOT ESTABLISHED. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 28.—Proof has 
been found to-day to sustain the theory that the 
man whose headless trunk, tied up in a bag, was 
found in Wissahickon Creek yesterday was mur- 
dered. The developments to-day at first indi- 
cated that the body is that of Frederick Stahl, 
who has not been seen by any of his friends since 
Oct. 28, 1883. Frederick Stahl was a butcher and 
worked for Albert Dieterle, of No. 305 Moore- 
street. He was 34 years of age and anative of 
Wiirtemberg, Germany. Stahl was last seen 
at his place of business about 2 o'clock 
on Sunday afternoon, Oct. 28, and al- 
though well known in the neighborhood, 
and liked for his simple and cheerful ways, no 
one can recollect seeing him there or anywhere 
else after the hour named. As soon as his mys- 
terious‘absence became known his brother, Will- 
iam Stahl, left information at the Central Police 
Station, with a description of the missing man, 
who was recorded as being 5 teet5 incnes in 
heigbt, weighing 165 pounds, general complexion 
light, hair somewhat darker than a mustache he 
grew, and slightly bald. Detective Houser spent 
several weeks in a futilesearch for the man, 
scoured the country in all directions, following 
up false clues, until finally Frederick Stahl was 
ee among the missing people never 
ound. 

Early this morning William Stahl] communi- 
cated to Detective Houser his fears that the re- 
mains at the Morgue were those of his brother. 
Since then the detective and Special Officer 
Lush have been investigating that clue. In 
— of the mutilated condition of the body 
there have been four points of resemblance dis- 
covered between the corpse and Frederick Stahl. 
On the foretinger of the right hand a scar is 
— visible. Frederick, who worked left- 

anded, accidentaily slashcd the same finger 
about a year before his disappearance. Stahl 
was left-handed, and the left arm of the 
corpse is more strongly developed than the right. 
The probable weight of the body before 
death corresponds with that of Stahl, in the 
opinion of Dr. Huidekoper, the Coroner’s physi- 
cian. The missing butcher’s arms were bowed. 
He could not straighten them toaline. The 
same characteristic is noticeabie in the arms of 
the body. Frederick Stahl! was round-shoul- 
dered and had astooping gait. Dr. Huidekoper this 
morning, in the course of his autopsy, laid bare 
the spinal column of the dead man, which re- 
vealed a malformation between the shoulders 
such as would give the possessor the stooping fig- 
ure that Stahl had. illiam Stahl is convinced 
that the body is that of his brother. 

Stahl was a single man, and had no bad habits 
that could have made him voluntarily leave the 
city ina surreptitious manner. On the day be- 
fore his disappearance he deposited for safe- 
— with his friend, Abraham Schawringer, 
a saloon-keeper, $600 in money, and the money 
has never been reclaimed. It is now believed 
that the body lay all Winter frozen in the solid 
ice. The autopsy has proved that the man did 
not die of disease. Dr. Huidekoper says the 
body was not dismembered by surgeons or med- 
ical students. One leg was chopped off and the 
other was partly cut or sawed and then broken. 
The Wissahickon has been ——— all day for 
the mae head and legs, but thus far without 
result. 

In spite of William Stahl’s belief that the body 
is that of his brother, that theory is by no means 
proved, and is very much weakened by the com- 
parative freshness of the body. The ice has been 
out of the Wissahickon since the great February 
thaw, and the body is not more decomposed 
than that of a man who had been dead a week.

EXCITEMENT IN THE OIL MARKET. 


A TUMBLE IN PRICES FOLLOWED BY A 
LARGE FAILURE. 

PrTTsBuRG, Penn., March 28.—The petro- 
leum market is at last out of the rut in which it 
has been held for some time, and the situation 
to-day was certainly exciting enough to please 
the fondest lover of wild scenes on Change. The 
excitement is, of course, the result of the soften- 
ing in values that has prevailed the past few 
days, and, as far as can be seen at present, no 
better reason for the drop can be given than that 
the strong parties who seemed to be holding 
it for weeks past have stepped from un- 
der, and whether it be with full pockets 


or blasted hopes isa matter of conjecture with 
the outside world. The leading incident of the 
day was the failure of Mr. W. T. Darr, who has for 
some time figured as one of the highest rollerson 
‘Change. He has lately been operating between 
the oil centres with the aid of a special wire, and 
he has more than once moved a stubborn market 
one way or another with the magnitude 
ot his deal. He is a young man, and has 
always been very popular on the floor of 
the Exchange here, as well as other centres. 
He was first known on ‘Change as the Pitts- 
burg representative of Emil Schalk, of New- 
York, but for some time past he bas been oper- 
ating on his own account. The heavy decline in 
values during the past few days found the gen- 
tleman with overmuch oil on his hands and he 
was unable to take his oil out of the Clearing- 
house this morning. Of this oil none was sold 
out, as the oil account balances. The cash defi- 
ciency, however, is about $8,000, and the oil for 
to-morrow’s delivery, to the amount of 50,000 
barrels, was sold out on Mr. Darr’s account. 

The market opened with sales at 96 cents, 
dropped quickly to 9344 cents, rallied to 9554 
cents, and closed at 9444 cents. The teeling was 
very weak and - but, fortunately, there 
Was no more laydowns. 

TITUSVILLE, Penn., March 28.—The oil 
market to-day declined to 934 cents. For some 
time past the oil trade has been talking of ninety- 
five-cent oil, butit is safe to say few thought it 
was so close at hand. One of the causes of the 
decline was news from the Macksburg oil field in 
Ohio. It was reported on ’Change that the Gar- 
vey well had been torpedoed, and, according to 
the owner's statement, was flowing 75 barrels a 
day. As this well is unusually large for Macks- 
burg, the report had decidedly a _ bearish 
effect. So far the Macksburg field has not 
amounted to much, though drilling has been car- 
ried on there since 1860. Some good paying weils 
have been found, but drilling is tedious and ex- 
penis, and the oil is not of the first quality. 

he decline in refined oil to-day of an eighth of a 
cent also had a bearish effect on the market. 
Traders to-night are very bearish, and are talk- 
ing of ninety-cent oil. The decline is somewhat 
of a blow to producers, who say it is impossible 
to drill with profit on such prices in much of the 
territory remaining in the oil region.

Fonpna, N. Y., March 28.—The heavy rains 
have produced a land-slide on the Fonda, Johns- 
town and Gloversville Railroad which has com- 
pletely shut off connection with the northern 
country. The track is covered for a distance of 
about feet with a mass of mud and rock four 
or five feet deep. It will be four or five days be- 
fore the track can be cleared. The railroad com- 
pany is running trains down the road as far as 
the obstruction, where passengers and baggage 
are transferred by wagon to Fonda, where con- 

nection is made with the Central Railroad.

REPENTING AT HIS LEISURE. 


SEEKING TO END A MARRIAGE INSPIRED BY 
HOT SCOTCHES. 


On the night of Dec. 26, 1883, the Rev. U. 
D. Gulick, Pastor of the Twelfth-Street Re- 
formed Church, Brooklyn, married Walter Hill 
to Fannie Breakspeare and Frederick Barnett 
to Viola Hamilton. Hill and the girl whom he 
married were each about 18 years of age. It was 
a marriage resolved upon in a drinking saloon a 
few hours before the ceremony was performed, 
and Hill, at least, bas been regretting it ever 
since. Yesterday in the Supreme Court, Brook- 
lyn, Justice Pratt, on motion of Counselor Gay- 
nor, appointed Frances E. Hill, of Windsor-ter- 
race, Flatbush, guardian ad litem of her son 
Walter Hill, to enable him to bring a suit 
for the annulment of his marriage with 
Miss Breakspeare. Hill says that he was drunk 
when he was married, and that he did not know 
what he was doing. He had for some time be- 
fore the ceremony been drinking hot Scotch 
whiskies with Miss Breakspeare, Miss Hamilton, 
and Barnett, Somebody proposed that they 
should all get married. The bar-tender oblig- 
ingly gave them the name and residence of Mr. 


Gulick. It was after 11 o’clock when they 
reached the clergyman’s house, and he had to get 
out of bed to marry them. First, Hill and Miss 
Breakspeare were married, Miss Hamilton and 
Barnett acting as witnesses, and then Mr. and 
Mrs. Hill assumed the réle of witnesses while Mr.

TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY SHAKEN, 


ANY AGREEMENT GIVING WESTERN UNION 
EXCLUSIVE RIGHTS IS VOID. 

In the United States Circuit Court yes- 
terday Judge Wallace refused to grantan in- 
junction asked by the Western Union Telegraph 
Company to restrain the National Telegraph 
Company, the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph 
Company, and the New-York, West Shore and 
Buffalo Railway Company from erecting and 
operating a telegraph line upon the land owned 
by the railway company and to prevent the rail- 
way company from permitting the telegraph 
companies to use its right of way for such pur- 


oses. It is shown in the decision that on Jan. 7, 

880, the Western Union Telegrape Com “7. 
an agreement with the Jersey City and Albany 
Railroad Company, secured the right of way for 
telegraph lines on part of what is now known as 
the New-York, Buffalo and West Shure Railway, 
to the exclusion of all other telegraph compa- 
nies. The Western Union now claims that the 
West Shore people are seeking to violate this 
contract by giving the defendant companies the 
privilege of building lines along the West Shore 


tracks. 

Judge Wallace decides that if the purpose of 
the agreement was to enable the complainant to 
exclude all other telegraph companies from se- 
curing r right of way for their lines on the lands 
of the railway company the agreement was void 
and in contravention of the act of Congress of 
July 24, 1866. In its agreement the ong yf com- 
pany assumes to grant only “so faras it legally 
may.’ 

“The complainant,” Judge Wallace says, “can 
take nothing by the agreement beyond such an 
easement as is necessary for its legitimate use in 
constructing and Scaneng its lines. It could 
not acquire the right to dictate to other tele- 
graph companies upon what terms they may be 
—— to construct and operate competing 

ines; nor could the railway company put it out 

of its power to permit any telegraph company 
to enjoy the priviieges hege by the act of Con- 
gress by a cession of that power to the com- 
plainant.” 

The decision grants the preliminary injunction 
only as far as necessary to protect the complain- 
ant in its possession of the lines that 1t had con- 
structed under the original agreement, as it is 
charged that the railway company is removiug 
some of the old poles and wires of the Western 
Union Company between Richfield Junction and 
Haverstraw. Judge Wallace refuses to grant the 
injunction concerning the alleged violation of 
other stipulations of the agreement, on the 
ground that asuit for damages would give an 
adequate remedy. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph Company 
announces that it will begin immediately to 
string 12 wires on this route to Chicago, and will 
have them open for business to that and inter- 
mediate points within 30 days.

THE ALBANY LEGISLATORS 
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THE SPEAKER'S FUTURE GOOD 
CONDUCT ASSURED. 
DISCUSSING DAIRY INTERESTS IN THE SEN- 
ATE AND AIMING TO PROHIBIT THE 
SALE OF IMITATION BUTTER. 

ALBANY, March 28.—It is evident that the 
Republicans have no desire to force the nine re- 
form bills drafted by Mr. Roosevelt and his com- 
mittee down anybody’s throat. Since the re- 
connoitre of Wednesday last, during the progress 
of which the Democrats were obliged to show 
their hands, the nod of a head would have 
precipitated a discussion of them upon the 
House. Mr. Roosevelt has, however, judiciously 
put off bringing up the bills under ‘the privi- 
leges accorded by the special order until the time 
isriper for their consideration. The status of 
the bills is, however, protected by a motion made 
daily postponing action from day to day until 
the advocates of their passage have all their 
guns trained in the right direction. It is 
not probable that the bills will be taken 
up until next Wednesday or Thursday. 
By that time the State printers will 
have laid upon the desks of the mem- 


bers the evidence adduced before the com- 
mittee of inquiry. When in type the testimony 
willform a zerumene book of 600 or 700 pages. 
The Democrats have been clamoring for this 
evidence, as if they expected to use it as ammu- 
nition against their enemy. It will be found 
pretty wet powder as far as they are concerned. 
Speaker Sheard now protests his utmost fond- 
ness for the bills in question. He even went 
so far in his new-born enthusiasm yesterday 
that he ordered Mr. Roosevelt, as a personal 
favor, to announce to Mr. William M. Evarts 
the fact that he was earnestly pled to 
their support. His request was complied with 
as a matter of politeness ina brief dispatch. To- 
day an effort has been made to quote Mr. Roose- 
velt’s dispatch as a justification of Mr. Sheard’s 
conduct in relation to the bills, This is a pretty 
far-fetched construction. In reality, the dis- 
patch wus carefully worded only to apply to tne 
Speaker’s future intentions, and not to his past 
actions atall. When questioned to-day by THE 
TIMES'S correspondent regarding the purport of 
the message Mr. Roosevelt said:

This motion met with antagonism 
on the part of Mr. Boynton, who has an axe to 
grind with the north country saw-millers. He 
raised the point of order that a motion to recon- 
sider the final vote on a bill must be made within 
two days of its p . The rules sus- 
tained his view. T Speaker, however, 
maintained that the rule quoted did 
not apply to this particular case, tho 
House having the bill in its possession just. as if 
it had been recalled from the Governor after 
concurrent action in both Houses. Gen. Husted 
was called on to elucidate the point, but he said 
it was none of bisfuneral. The decision of the 
Chair being appealed from by Mr. Boynton, it 
was sustained by a decisive vote. The victory 
thus achieved by Mr. Hunt went no further. The 
motion to reconsider the vote failed. As Mr. 
Roosevelt said, in favoring reconsideration of the 
bill, it ought to be entitled ** An act to allow all 
the living waters in the State to be fouled for the 
benefit of the few against the health of the

The Assembly eppeare to be sick of the bar- 

in it made with itself the other day to sit on 
Scuréay. This morning Gen. Husted took an 
early opportunity to offer a resolution wovene 
for the usual adjournment over to Monday nigh 
next. The House acted on it at once. The expe- 
ditious dispatch of business during the past week 
entitles the members to some rest. 

Among the bills passed was one authorizing 
the Controller to reserve 30 per cent. from the 
amount or value of work performed by contract 
certified to the Controller, as a guarantee of the 
faithful performance of work, the same to be 
paid to the contractor on or before the expira- 
tion of 30 days from the completion and accept- 
ance of the work. 

Judge Low’s bill “to prevent deception in 
sales of Gaiy products” occupied the Senate this 
morning. The author of the bill made an elabo- 
rate argument in its support, in which he sub- 
mitted statistics showing the magnitude of the 
dairy interest of this State and the injury done 
to it as well as to the heaith of the people by the 
various adulterated imitations of butter, milk, 
and cheese. 

Judge Low's bill goes to the root of the evil and 
prohibits the manufacture or sale of any of these 
aduiterations anywhere in the State of New- 
York. Therein it differs from previous legisla- 
tion on thesubject in this State, which has merely 
sought to regulate the sale of adulterated butter, 
so as to enable purchasers to know what they 
were buying. All attempts to do this have 
hitherto proved a failure, as was shown by the 
experience of the Senate Committee on Health, 
which during its sessions in New-York this Win- 
ter directed 30 samples of butter to be purchased 
from different grocers in New-York and Brook- 
lyn, and on being analyzed it turned out that 20 
out of the 30samples were imitations, = 
they were all represented by the venders to 
“pure butter.” 

fr. Low’s bill makes the “State Dairymen’s 
Association a commission charged with the en- 
forcement of its various provisions,” and appro- 
priates $30,000 to defray the expenses. The com- 
mission is required to report annually to the 
Legislature of their work. with the items of 
expenditure for experts, chemists, counse!, &c. 
Judge Low said, on closing his remarks, that ab- 
solute prohibition of the manufacture or sale of 
these adulterations was the only remedy for the 
evil that would prove effectual. All sorts of 
enactments had been tried, and the ingenuity of 
the Legislature had been racked to frame 
laws that would so regulate the traffic as 
to protect the people against deception and 
imposition. No less than seven bills had passed 
the Legislature during the last five years for 
this purpose. But they had proved to be utter- 
ly useless, and to-day two-thirds of the stuff 
sold in New-York and Brooklyn for “ pure but- 
ter” was sold under false representations, in 
direct violation of the laws, and was not butter 
atall. The prohibitory er had been adopt- 
ed in Missouri,and had worked well, and the 
sooner it was adopted here the better, for the 
stuff that could no longer be sold in Missouri is 
now sent to New-York. In fact, the larger por- 
tion of imitation butter sold in New-York came 
from Chicago. When one reads in the papers of 
the arrival of 10,000 tubs of butter from Chicago, 
itissafeto say that three-fourths of it is oleo- 
margarine. 

Section 9 was amended by striking out the 
“Dairymen’s Association” and inserting “a 
Dairy Commissioner” to look after the enforce- 
ment of the law. The Commissioner is to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, and is to receive a sal- 
ary of $3,000 and his necessary expenses. There 
was very little opposition to the bill, and, after 
adopting two or three minor amendments, it was 
ordered to a third reading. 


MR. GYE’S CONTRACT NO CONTRACT. 

Who is to be the manager of the Metro- 
politan Opera-house next season is still an unset- 
tled question. The contract which, it was stated 


a short time ago, had been sent here by Mr. Gye 
fur the Directors to consider proved to be no 
contract atall. It was a lengthy communica- 
tion from Mr. Gye, in which he set forth certain 
objections to the proposition made him by the 
Directors. He stated what he would do and 
what he could not consent todo. The Directors 
have spent some time in making up their minds 
and have proceeded with a secrecy and caution 
which would be remarkable were it not that 
nearly all of the gentlemen have had plenty of 
experience in Wall-street. They mailed on 
Wednesday téd Mr. Gye a final memorandum 
of the contract which they would be 
wiliing to sign. The details of the 
document remained buried in the bosom of a 
transatlantic mail-bag, but the Directors say 
that they have made Mr. Gye a liberal offer, and 
believe there is no doubt that he will accept it. 
A gentieman well acquainted with their move- 
ments said last evening: “There is hardly an 
doubt whatever, that the contract will meet wit 
Mr. Gye's approval and that he will sign it. The 
Directors propose to have good opera in the 
house next season, even if they have to run it 
themselves. Itis safe to say. however. that Mr. 
Gye will accept their terms.’ 

A rumor was floating about the foyer last even- 
ing that the Directors had begun to consider the 
advisability of paying Mr. Abbey a sal to 
manage the house for them next season, but the 
report proved to be wholly groundless.

REFUGEES FROM AN ORPHANAGE. 
BOER SS AEs ‘ 
BOYS FLEEING FROM THE TENDER CARE 
OF THE REV. MR. IRVINE AND WIFE. 

Two ragged little boys, about 12 and 9 
years of age respectively, were playing In the 
room of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty: 
to Children at Newark, N. J., last night. They 
had been brought there by Officer Christie, who 
had arrestedthem atthe Market-Street Station 
in that city, where they had been endeavoring to 
dispose of some tattered books. They were 
bright-looking littie fellows, but their faces were 
pale, and the eyes of the elder were encircled 
with dark rings, which gave him a prematurely 
old appearance. The boys, when confronted by 
Mr. Charles B. Yatman, Superintendent of the 


society, had stated that their names were Frank 
and Harry Redding, and that they had run 
a a place called Faith Orphanage, kept 
by the Rev. T. E. Irvine and his wife. 

* We couldn't stand it any longer,” said Frank, 
the elder. ‘* We’ve been treated so badly that 
we determined to run away. Father lives in 
Camden, and he placed us with these people 
about four years ago. They were going to found 
an orphan but they didn’t do it. We were 
taught to and write at first, and joined ina 
class of 15 which Mrs. Irvine taught. But that 
was broken up some months ago, and since then 
we’ve had to make the beds and do the house- 


work.” 

“Yes, attend to the cooking as well,” added 
Harry, holding ey? of grimy little hands; 
**make the fires, do the little girl’s washing, an 
work all ay long. Once we didn’t go to bed till 
daylight. Mrs. Irvine often beat me violently, 
and, Sir, she had an awful stout rolling vin. She 
was afraid to use it much, and soshe kept a cane. 
She gave us porridge to eat—she called it por- 
pica ate thought it was paste, as it was e of 

n flour. 

** And we used to sleep,” said Frank, “he on the 
floor, and I on the sofa.’ 

Mr. Yatman stated that the Irvines were 
known as “religious cranks.” Mrs. Irvine had 
been to his office and had asked him to send 
her all the children he could. She had now a 
little girl named Lena Johnson, who had been 
adopted by her. Two other children had been in 
the house a short time ago, but had not been 
kept. The servant girl, Alice Perrett, 16 years 
old, had run away some time ago, and it was this 
circumstance and the talk of neighbors which 
had induced Mrs. Irvine to sena for Mr. Yatman 
a tew weeks ago and to ask him to come up and 
speak seriou to the boys, who were very 
troublesome, she said. 

The Irvines live in a pleasant white house on 
Halleck-street, Woodside. The exterior is un- 

retentious; the interior is handsome. Mr. 

rvine is a spare-looking Irishman, who wore 
last night a loose dressing-gown, which was 
always coming unfastened. Mrs. Irvine is a 
huge woman, weighing at least 200 pounds, and 
she was attired ina peignoir of dark blue. Her 
hair hung down her back, and her appearance 
was striking, to say the least. “* Look here,” 
said Mr. Irvine to a TrmeEs reporter, “ as a minis- 
ter I swear that this whole thing is a most 
abominable fabrication of his. My darling wife 
took these boys from their father, a poor 
widowed worker in a factory, and loved them as 
her own.” 

** Yes, indeed,” declared Mrs. Irvine, solemnly. 
“Thad lost my own two little ones. I took 
these children to replace them.” 

“It was our intention to form an orphanage,” 
said the gentleman, **on the Muller system, that 
is, trusting in God to help us and in prayers to 
sustain us. That’s why we first took these chil- 
dren. They were the nuclei of the orphanage. 
We then gave up the idea, but my darling kept 
the children.” 

“I loved them so,” said the stout lady, ten- 
derly, ‘“‘and then I let them join in my mission 
class with 15 or 16 other children. My dear hus- 
band is Pastor of a little Con tional church 
here. He used to preach at the Woodside camp- 
meetings, and together we try to perform our 
mission. When my husband went to Europe 
last year I fell sick. I became paralyzed.” 

** My darling wife is so delicate,"’ remarked the 
husband. 

‘“* Well, then, the boys had tohelpme. Frankie 
dear bey. made the fires in the morning, when 
was without a servant,and Harry peeled the 
potatoes and did other light work.” 

“Nothing to fatigue them,” interposed the 
husband. 

“Then they became a little neglected, because 
Icouldn’t look after them,” remarked Mrs. Ir- 
vine, blandly, “but as for saying that I ill-used 
them, how could I doit? Iwas tooweak.” And 
Mrs. Irvine stood straight up, towering above 
her husband, and making the little girl Lina 
Johnson, who was in the room, look like a Lilli- 
putian. Mrs. Irvine stated that the servant girl, 
who had run away, had put bad ideas into the 
boys’ heads. 

“They were just going to have new suits,” 
said Mrs. Irvine, when the pitiable rags of the 
lads were alluded to. “I was too ill to see after 
them before.” Mrs. Irvine denied flatly that she 
had asked Mr. Yatman to send her children. She 
also stated that it was only on one occasion that 
she had beaten Harry, and it was on that occa- 
sion that she had been told that the neighbors 
had heard himcrying. She produced two tiny 
twigs, which she swore were the instruments she 
had used. 

Several of the neighbors stated to a TEs re- 
porter that Mr. Irvine’s house was looked on 
with distrust, and that they declined to associate 
with him or his wife. Cries had been heard on 
many occasions, and there was an air of mystery 
about the place which rendered inquiry impossi- 
ble. Mr. Irvine had been told that he was 
watched and that he could not do all he wanted 
without being discovered. In the meantime the 
father of the boys has been communicated with 
and until an answer is received the children will 
remain with Mr. Yatman.

DROWNED IN A SHALLOW CREEK. 


SUICIDE OF A MISERLY AND PECULIAR OLD 
BACHELOR, 

HempsTeap, Long Island, March 28.—A 
weak-minded old bachelor in this village, Valen- 
tine Dorlon, drowned himself this morning in a 
brook where the water was not six inches deep. 
Dorlon was 60 years old, and he has lived here 
since his birth. He had saved a little money by 
working hard as a stone mason, and his father 
died some years ago and left him a few thousand 
dollars more. Dorlon had no near relatives here, 
and lived a secluded life in an old-fashioned 


house with a quaint housekeeper, looking closely 
after the pri mises himself. 

Dorlon was very penurious in regard to every- 
thing except food. Of this he always had the 
best, paying extravagant prices tor the choicest 
viands the market afforded. In fact, his liberal- 
ity in this direction was as marked as his close- 
ness in other matters, He had worn but one suit 
of clothes in nearly 10 years, and they had been 
patched and mended until almost every vestige 
of the original garment was lost. One cap had 
lasted him all this time, and this he wore every- 
where except in bed. The people in the neigh- 
borhood used to speak of him always as a penu- 
rious old miser. His account at the banker's 
was always very small, and many people be- 
lieved that he had all his money—they placed his 
fortune at $100,000—stowed away in the house. 

The dead man had until recently, when he had 
some annoying trouble with a tenant, enjoyed 
excellent health. Dorlon owned three houses, 
and one tenant, named Purdy, was $70 in arrears 
for rent. Dorion gave him notice to quit, and 
let the house to a man named Mettler. Then 
Dorlon, afraid that if Purdy was turned out he 
would not pay him, wanted to break the agree- 
ment with Mettler. The latter grew angry, 
but Dorion paid him $50 as a compro- 
mise. This preyed on the old man’s mind, 
and he was haunted by fear that there was a 
conspiracy to rob him of his money, and that he 
would go to the poorhouse. <A doctor was 
called, in spite of his pecieetion against the 
needless expense. As thedoctor thought it pos- 
sible that h: might attempt to kill himself some 
of his friends and relatives took turns in sitting 
up with him. The old man got no better. and 
— he asked the doctor to open a vein that 

e might bleed to death, and Le wanted one of 
his cousins to “ cut off his head.” He was, how- 
ever, generally rational and very submissive to 
restraint, so that little fear was felt for him. 

A cousin sat up with him last night and at 1 
o’clock Dorlon was talking rationally, but at 2 
he made an excuse to go into the yard. He 
would not let his cousin go with him. When he 
had been gone 10 minutes his cousin went out to 
search forhim. He hunted in the neighboring 
barns and outhouses till daylight, but without 
avail. At6o’clock he found him face downward 
in a brook only a few hundred yards from his 
house. It wasan evident case of suicide. Ho 
had laid down in the waterand smothered him- 
self, The back of his clothing was not wet. 
Dorion had a few thousand dollars stowed away 
in his house, and was rhaps worth $20,000 in 
all, No will has been found. . 


ARRANGING FOR HIS FUNERAL. 
Augustus F. Valentine, an engraver liv- 
ing at No. 90 Orange-street Newark, committed 
suicide last evening by taking poison. He was 
found dead on his bed. Near him was a letter, in 


which he ‘ve directions concerning the dis 
sition of his property and? directing that Tis 
life insurance money from the Knights of Honor 
be used to payijhis funeral expenses. It is not 
known what poison heused. The cause of the 
act was his failure to obtain employment.

‘AN ANSWER TO COL. ALLEN 


—-—~- + 
THE WIFE TELLS HER STORY OF 
‘AL INFELICITY. 

ACCUSING HER HUSBAND OF NEGLECTING 
TO PROVIDE FOR HER, BORROWING HER 
MONEY, AND LEAVING HER FOR OTHERS, 

At last Judge Lawrence is able to pro- 
veed to the consideration of the question, Shall 
Col Vanaerbilt Allen pay his wife Edith alimony 
while her suit for alimited divorce from him 
is pending? The final affidavit was presented to 
him and the final intermediate motion was made 
before him yesterday. Ira Shafer, counsel for 
Mrs. Allen, asked that the statements to the 
detriment of his colleague, Samuel G. Adams, 
should be stricken out of Col. Allen’s long affi- 
davit. Whlliam A. Wolff, attorney for Col. Allen, 
opposed this course, saying that he was willing 
to present affidavits in support of the statements, 


Judge Lawrence answered that he wanted no 
other affidavits than those for the plaintiff in 
rebuttal of Col. Allen’s averments pertinent to 
the question of alimony. Mr. Shafter then sub- 
mitted a long affidavit made by Mrs. Allen. In it 
she said: 

* For some time after my marriage Mr. Allen 
did properly provide for me, but about seven 
months after the marriage he commenced to bor- 
row money of me. In order to purchase my 
wedding trousseau I had anticipated my income 
and did not receive any money until about July, 
1881. The defendant rrowed all this except 
about $20. Of this I spent about $11 for articles 
of clothing needed by Marie, Mr. Allen’s daugh- 
ter by his first wife. In January, 1882, when I 
received my semi-annual interest money, avout 
$400, he obtained it from me to putit in a bank 
for me. He, however, put it in his own 
bank account, and appropriated it to his own 
use. In June, 1882, we went to a second-rate 
boarding-house at Cape May, where my room 
was over the kitchen. Common people, such as 
bricklayers and others, boarded there. He paid 
$7 per week each for our board. At another 
common boarding-house I had a small room 
with one window for myself and baby. His 
daughter Marie siept ina sort of closet next to 
my room. Mr. Allen said he would not go to the 
Long Branch coast because he was too well 
known. He did not wish people to know he was 
living in such a miserable way. About six weeks 
afterward we moved to an old vermin-infested 
cottage opposite the railroad station, where the 
trains were constantly passing, and which no one 
else could be induced to take that Summer, The 
Summer before a brakeman occupied it. We 
had a scant supply of food sent us from the com- 
mon boarding-house already mentioned. 

* During this tizne he seidom visited me, but 
was traveling around to different watering- 
— living at first-class hotels and enjoying 

imself. He never gave me spending mone 
during that time. WhenI went to Orange, N. 
J., from Cape May I bad to see to packing up 
everything, and I should have been obliged to 
go to Orange alone with my baby and Marie had 
not my brother escorted me. At Orange 
we went to a cheap _ boarding-house. The 
society was such as I had not been ac- 
customed to before my marriage. A man 
who kept a little cigar store was one of 
the guests; slso a pawnbroker. I should not 
have gone to such piaces had not Mr. Allen rep- 
resented to me that he was poverty-stricken, and 
I desired, as a good wife, to aid him all I could, 
no matter how inuch I might suffer personally. 
After four weeks we went to Harlem, in October, 
1882, to board with my aunt, where I have re- 
mained ever since. I made only two visits to 
Philudelphia last Summer. I have not been 
absent from this house, of my aunt, where I was 
abandoned by Mr. Allen, since Sept. 19 last, 
when I returned from Cape ay, after 
the vacation season, before this action 
was commenced. It is not true that I refused to 
live in the city and insisted on going to Harlem. 
On the contrary, I desired it. e showed mea 
smali house near LEighty-fourth-street, and 
asked meif I would takeit. I said * Yes,’ I was 
delighted with it. He then refused to hire it 
although the rent was only $700 a year, and I had 
agreed to furnish it outof my own means. He 
wanted me to go to Staten Island, but I pre- 
ferred Harlem. He then attained his object, 
which was undoubtedly to bave me live at a dis- 
tance, so that he could have a pretext to be 
absent and enjoy his customary dissipa- 
tions. He refused to pay for atire in his 
daughter’s room and I had to pay forit. About 
a week before he left me he wanted me to repa 
him for a dress, and, because I refused, he said: 
*You shall pay tor your own and your baby's 
wash !’ and I did. I was satisfied if I paid him the 
money he would spend it improperly, as I had 
just discovered his correspondence with a 
woman called Edith De Belleville and other evi- 
dences of his infidelity. 

“TI do not a oy of the manner in which he 
supported me the first part of our married life, 
He was too extravagant for my tastes, and [ 
remonstrated with him. After June, 1882, he did 
not properly support me. The details of this I 
have unwillingly given. My mother’s board was 
not paid by him. He came tome whenlI was in 
a delicate condition. It is false and untrue that 
my mother, by willful and malicious lies, en- 
feavored to poison my mind against Mr. Allen. 
She never unwarrantably interfered in our do- 
mestic affairs. Several times Mr. Allen open- 
ly insulted me befcre the servants, one 
time saying that there was a hot place 
in hell prepared for me. He frequently 
left me alone for weeks. His excessive 
drinking rendered him cross and fault-finding. 
There was conclusive proof that he was con- 
stantiy devoted to the society of women,as I 
discovered from letters he received from his male 
friends. In these he was congratulated on his 
success with girls in Philadelphia in 1882, in New- 
port in 1881. A short time aiter our marriage he 
Was constantly with a young woman from San 
Francisco—so much so that friends expostulated 
with her on her undue intimacy with a married 
man. * * * The statement that Mr. Allen had 
to stay away nights to look after his customers 
I charge to be false. I am informed thet brokers 
do not have to do so. During this time he was 
intimate with Edith De Belleville, and she was 
peonay one of the customers he had to look 
after. 

“The letter of March 5 and his calling on me on 
March 6 were the result of his discovery that he 
was being watched and the fear that I had dis- 
covered his trickery. I was not satisfied with 
the interview. but for the sake of my child was 
willing to forgive him if he could have proved 
bis innocence regarding the De Belleville woman. 
This he professed to be abletodo. * * * I did 
not receive the promised statement, and so was 
satisfied that he was guilty. When he left me, 
on Feb. 25, 1883, he said he would not return un- 
til I apologized. The statement as to my resi- 
dence and whereabouts (given as in Philadel- 

hia) is unqualifiedly false. I did receive letters 
rom Mr. Allen’s mother and brother, and they 
said in them that they knew Mr. Allen had 
neglected me for some time, but they 
di not know of the other charges. 
As for his statement that he had rooms 
atthe Brunswick, it was evidently written after 
consulting hislawyer. It was coupled with the 
condition that I should live with him. This I did 
not intend to do.

MR, SHERMAN’S SUIT FOR DIVORCE 
—_——>—_—_— 
HIS VIEW OF THE CHARACTER OF MRS, GOV. 
BAGLEY. 

For about two years Roger M. Sherman, 
& well-known young lawyer of this city, has 
been trying to procure a decree separating him 
from his wife, Florence B. Sherman, the eldest 
daughter of the late Gov. John J. Bagley, of 
Michigan, and awarding him the custody of their 
two children, a boy anda girl. The couple were 
married in 1876 at Detroit, Mich., with great 
pomp, and they came to this city to live, where 
Sherman was an Assistant United States District 
Attorney. In 1881 Mrs. Sherman went to Detroit 
to her mother’s home with her children, and has 
since remained there. The next year her hus- 


band brought a suit in Connecticut for an abso- 
lute divorce on the und that she was a habit- 
ual drunkard, but the complaint was dismissed 
for lack of jurisdiction. 

Mr. Sherman waited until January last and 
then began asuit in the Supreme Court here for 
alimited divorce on the ground that his wife 
had abandoned him. Last week Mr. Sherman 
obtained from Judge Lawrence an order direct- 
ing his wife to show cause why she should not 
be ordered to bring her children within the 
physical jurisdiction of the court and obey any 
order it might make respecting their disposition 
pending the litigation. The order to show 
cause was based on a voluminous affidavit, made 
by Mr. Sherman, and on sworn declarations of 
other persons, to the effect that Mrs. Sherman 
was addicted to the use of liquor. Mr. Sherman 
averred that his wife was not only a drunkard 
but that she had told him she hated him, and 
that she loved another man whom she had known 
in her girlhood. She had discussed Zola’s novel 
“Nana” with male visitors at ber homein this 
city while he was absent, and had spoken in an 
indelicate manner of marital relations. He had 
been deceived and lured into his m with 
her, notwithstanding that ne Joved her. He con- 
sidered that her mother was the main actor in 
the fraud practiced upon him. 

Mrs. Bagley, Mr. Sherman thought, was re- 
sponsible for her daughter's misconduct and his 
own domestic sorrows. By her own statements 
to him Mrs. ley ha ven her children 
liquor in their childhood, and thus aroused the 
appetite of which Mrs. Sherman is possessed. 

rs. Bagley wished to manage his household, to 
have her name conferred on his daughter, and to 
nourish his children, as she had nourished her 
own, with liquor, but he would not allow her to. 

Mr. Sherman formed a dislike for Mrs. Bagley 
on account of her peculiar advanced notions of 
religion and morality, her frivolity, and the de- 
ception which he knew she had practiced on her 
husband. He therefore was unwilling to have her 
exert any influence over his children. His dislike 
became ou to her, and she therefore chose 
to muke him unhappy through the extraordi- 
nary control she had over his wife. Mr. Sher- 
man avers that his wife and mother-in-law are 
unfit to have the custody of his children at all, 
and he asks to have them taken out of their 
hands until this suit is determined.

ATTORNEYS UNDER CHARGES.

HOW AND WHY A DIVORCE WAS OBTAINED 
FOR MRS. GLAZE, — 

The proceedings instituted against Messrs. 
Shannon and Boyce, attorneys at law of this 
city,on a charge of having fraudulently ob- 
tained a divorce in favor of Mrs. Elmira Glaze 
against her husband, George I. Glaze, was con- 
tinued yesterday afternoon in Brooklyn pefore 
Referee John H. Bergen.
